On the 2st the cable 
was announced again broken. 

A telegram was received on the nd inst. announcing that the P. and O. str. “Simla” 
had put back to Aden with main shaft broken. Her mails, passengers, and cargo were 
transferred to the “ Norma” and “ Malta,” and arrived here with the Bombay and Aus- 
tralian mails ten days over due. ‘The Red Sea Cable continues out of order.

THIRD CHINA WAR. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hone Kone, June 6. 

When last I wrote I was expecting to be away before 
this, and, in fact, I have made one attempt, but was ob- 
liged to return with the rest of the fleet. This makes the 
second little episode of the kind which has occurred lately. Ad- 
miral Hope justifies an old saying, if litile altered, “ Hope de- 
laying makes the heart sick.” 

It is necessary for me to observe that the summer season is 
the only time when foreign troops, especially those whose base 
is a sea force, can act against the Chinese at the north. The 
date at which I write from Hong Kong will show you that no 
wonderful energy has been pursued to advance our troops. Five 
days since we made a move to Deep-water Bay by we, I mean 
steamers, transports, gunboats, and all the etceteras. Bum- 
boats were in despair; and as we steamed away we left the 
harbour looking comparatively desolate. It was not for long, 
however ; the Admiral sent for us back again,and we once more 
adorn the harbour of Victoria. The cause of all this cannot be 
divined. 

Admiral Hope is, I am told, a man of sufficient private 
property to enable him generously to refuse the pay which his 
appointment would give him, and raising a pedestal to himself 
out of this; he seems to feel that he may from its summit 
dispense the nation’s money with even a more liberal hand. 
To those who look upon the Chinese expedition as a mere 
excrescence of the strength of England, I can inform them that, 
exclusive of men-of-war, gunboats, &c., Admiral Hope has de- 
tained for two months in inactivity vessels which, if it be 
allowable, to use Whitbread’s way of explaining the number of 
his casks to George the Third, would, if joined end to end with- 
out bowsprits, reach to six miles. Of steam transports alone 
we have one mile and a half, and of sailing vessels four and 8 
half, all these be it remembered at a monthly charge to the tax- 
payer of England. 

So much now is he laughed at, that the Chinese merchants 
of Canton offered, some time ago, a bet of $50,000 that when- 
ever we reached the Peiho we should again be disabled. 

After so dismal a tale you will not be astonished to hear 
that one of the finest vessels in our service has been wrecked, 
irremediably wrecked. The Assistance now lies with only her 
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topgallant forecastle above water, and this the result of what 
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every one calls incapacity, or something worse. In my last I 
had to congratulate the arrival of the troops as being without 
disaster. The luck was too good to last, and at least £30,000 
now lies at the entrance of Deep Bay. It is possible that Lord 
Elgin may, amongst other items, include this derclict, in his 
claims ; if so, it will be of a picce with the justice of the war, 
and the British Lion may reccive payment for its cub, 
although lost by its own officers. The facts fare these, which 
I take from an eye-wituess and give in his own words, not

“June 1, Friday. 

~ Left Hong Kong in the afternoon (with three ships in tow for Teelieu- 
hisa-Bay) for the North, but obliged to put back through atress of weather 
into Deep Bay, about twelve miles from Hong Kong, where we found several 
other vessels similarly situated. About 7 Pata :un was fired from the 
Assistance troop ship asa signal of distress. We immediately got under 
weigh and proceeded to where she was at anchor, and found that she was on 
arock. It appears that she anchored at 3 P.M. in nine fathoms of water, 
apparently in perfect safety, but very close to the land. As the tids 
receded she sank, when her forefoot struck upon a rock, which soon beat a 
hole in her bottom, through which the water rushed, and soon found its way 
astern, not being divided into bulkheads. Down she went. Ginboats and 
boats were rapidly at the scene of the disaster, who took out her crew and 
the coolies that were on board ; not being able to render any assistance we 
returned to our former anchorage.” 

During the next days hands and boats were employed in 
doing all they eewht to save, if possible, the vessel. Her masts 
were cut away, andall that could be got out was brought away, 
with a view of lightening her. This, however, had no effect, and 
she is now left as a memento of the incapacity of her com- 
miander aud master. This much appears certain, that had she 
escaped the rock which was under her, she could hardiy have 
escaped the jutting portions of the point she anchored off, not 
being 120 yards from the shore. 

With the exception of this, and our yachting trips, we have 
done literally nothing, A murmur, not loud but deep, is heard 
against-the Government who have entrusted the carrying out of 
this expedition to the hands of one who, through his being 
headstrong and unable to govern himself on the first occasion, 
brought dishonour on the British flag at the Peiho, and nov 
leaves it floating idly at Hong Kong to be scuffed at by every j 
Tartar who mans a junk, 

The French troop-ship Reine des Clippers took fire at Macao, 
and was scuttled ; all hands saved. The Scone put into Amoy | 
Jeaky, General Robert Napier arrived at Chusan on the 18th 
May, en rowe to Shanghai. The vessel which conveyed him, the 
Encounter, proceeded on to the Gulf of Pechelce, 

The weather at Chusan had been very fine and cool, and the 
health of the troops most satisfactory, The natives are all | 
Kindly disposed towards them, 

It is announced that according to instructions from home, 
Colonels Haythorne and Bruce, and Major Howe, leave the 
China staff and proceed to India. ‘The work of the Indiau com- 
mmissariat has merged into the English. 

The number of merchant vesscls and steamers under charter

(Frost ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) ¥ 
Hoxa Koxa, 6th June. 

During the past week a good deal of the obscenity which 
hitherto has hung over the proceedings of the authorities in 
reference to the scene of active operatiuns in the north, has 
been remoyed ; as it is now clear, that whether an attack is 
forthwith to be made on the forts of the Peilo or not, at any 
rate the naval and military forees of the English portion of the 
expedition are to rendezvous—not at Chusan, as was supposed, 
but in Talienwan Bay, a harbour on the eastern side of the 
point of land in the Gulf of Petchecle, known as Lian-tie-Shan 
Peninsula, and which is on the side of the gulf opposite the 
‘Taku forts, distant from them by sea about 200 miles, Talicu- 
wan Bay, it is presumed, will be the base of our operations ; 
the permanent store and hospital ships will be stationed there, 
the sick and wounded from the Peiho being brought over in 
stcam hospital ships, The following is the detail of the expe- 
ditionary force as at present determined on, though it is by no 
means improbable that the disturbed state of Chinese affairs at | 
Canton and Shanghai, contingent on the approach of the rebels, 
may render some changes indispensable. Already it is ru-| 
moured thatthe regimeut of Loodiannah will have to reinforce 
the garrison at Canton, aud the 99th garrison Shanghai. Be 
that as it may, the following is the official detail of the force at 
the present time :—

Staft Assistant-Surgeons Kearns and Bailey. 
The two first vessels, being steamers, will be employed solely in 
the conveyance of sick and wounded to the station or hospital 
ships, of which the Lancashire Witch is the first that has 
been taken up—she will be stationed in Talicnwan Bay, 
It is intended to take several other vessels up for the same 
purpose ; as soon as they shall have completed the transport of 
troops to the North. The Zart of Clare is one named. The 
Melbourne steamer will also be employed as a stationary hos- 
pital ship, her machinery being so much injured as to render 
her unfit for steam service. She arrived here yesterday, having 
left Rio, under canvass on the 4th of March. Staff-Surgeon 
Martin, and five as: t-surgeons «arrived in her. 

































In my last communications I gave the details of the force 
that had already started north, indicating Chusan as their pro- 
bable destination—from facts, however, which have since 
transpired, Talieuwan Bay is the most probable place they have 
started for, 

It was determined by Admiral Hope to start off the re- 
mainder of the expeditionary force prior to the arrival of 
Lord Elgin, and one of the days of most unusual bustle was 
Friday last, the Ist June; the whole day steamers with 
transports in tow leaving the harbour, As evening was 
closing in, HM.'s steamer Vulcan, with the head-quarters 
of the 2ud Foot on board was seen leaving the harbour with 
the transports Duniel Munkine and Clarendon, in tow, both 
containing portions of Probyn's Horse—immediately following 
her was the Bentinck (recently purchased by H.M.’s Government 
from the P. and O. Company) with the Artillery tr: 
Pioneer and Queen of the Eust in tow, both laden 
strong Batteries, Just as these vessels were emerging from the 
harbour by the Lymoon pass, the news was reccived in Houg 
Kong of the total loss of H.M.'s ship Assistance, a magnificent 
steamer of 2.000 tons. She left Hong Kong Harbour that 
morning, and was on her way round to Deep-water Bay to take 
in tow fur the North ships with Artillery on board, when, un- 
fortunately, she struck ou a rock just as she was entering the 
Bay, and svon became a wreck ; time, however, was afforded to 
save her live cargo, consisting of some troops and 850 of the 
Chinese Coolie Corps (Bamboo Rifle Brigade)—the latter were 
in considerable tribulation when the vessel first struck, and 
were, with difficulty, prevented from jumping overboard and 
making for the shore, but in a short time they became re- 
assured and were all safely landed. At the period of 
her striking, the Assistance was not much over her own 
length of the shore. A considerable quantity of government 
stores have been lost in her, and all idea of saving the vessel 
has been abandoned. Only seven of the Bamboo Rifles de- 
serted after they got on shure. Fortunately, about 400 of them 
were veterans who had served in the late operations against 
Cantcn ; and therefore, from their being familiar with the ser- 
vice, were probably mainly instrumental in preventing a general 
bolt of the coolies the moment they were landed, more especi- 
ally as they had all received two months’ pay in advance. Deep- 
water Bay is an anchorage on the opposite side of the island 
from Victoria, and has been used as a rendezvous for Cavalry 
transports for sume weeks back, owing to its affording some 
little facilities for giving the horses a run on shore. The 
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greater portion of the expedition was got fairly afloat and out 
at sea by the 2nd instant. The start was an unfortunate one, 
as the.wind was foul outside, and the practical result of it has 
been that between the 3rd and the present date upwards of 
sixty transports have put back to Hong Kong, where they are 
now laying, and likely to remain for some days. This has in- 
volved a sad and uscless expenditure of coal, which is the more 
to be regretted, the article in question being very scarce at the 
present time. 

There is now no prospect of the expedition sailing until the 
arrival of Lord Elgin, who is hourly expected with the mail of 
the 20th April from Southampton. The force to be left for 
the defence of Hong Kong consists of a Provisional. Battalion 
composed of various depdts of the various regiments serving 
at the North—the 21st Madras Native Infantry, and detach- 
ments of Royal Artillery and Engineers, with a corps of Gun 
Lascars, At Canton, the garrison consists of the 87th Regt., 
Barstow’s Battery of Royal Artillery, two regiments of Bombay 
Native Infantry, a corps of Mounted Police, aud 500 French 
Marine Artillery. The troops in harbour at Hong Kong at the 
present time are the head quarters, 31st Foot in the steamer 
Armenian; the 2nd Foot in H.M.’s ship Vulcan; the 3rd 
Foot in the Simoom and the Sidney ; the whole of the Cavalry 
and Artillery, and detachments of the 44th Foot, in several ves- 
sels taking up the,Coolie corps—a considerable number of which 
corps has already sailed, amongst others 200 in the Forerunner, 
with a large detachment of the 44th Foot and Military Train. 
The enlistment of Coolics continues to be vigorously prose- 
cuted, but desertions, after receiving the advance for service in 
the North, are so numerous as seriously to counteract the 
endeavours which are being made to complete the corps to 
5000. 

The only corps remaining in camp at Kowloon, is the Loodi- 
annah Regiment, and I have just heard that in place of forming 
the 3rd Regiment of the 1st Brigade, or proceeding to Canton, 
it is forthwith to be dispatched to Shanghai, to aid the Chinese 
authorities in defending the town against the rebels ; this infor- 
mation is authentic, and involves a national anomaly that could 
not possibly occur anywhere but in the Celestial empire, where, 
at the same moment, we are the ally and enemy of his Celestial 
Majesty ; what it will all end in, time will only show; but my 
own belicf is that the ultimate fate of the great expedition to 
China of 1860, will be to form an auxiliary force to support the 
Chinese monarchy, and prevent the ancient structure, rotten as 
it is, tumbling to pieces under the pressure of domestic troubles ; 
of the French we know nothing, we hear as little of them as if 
they were still at Toulon; report says, however, that they are 
not yet ready to take the field. In the Jsere, the wreck of 
which was alluded to in my last, they have lost two rifled can- 
non, as well as equipments for field artillery. The camp ground 
at Cooloon is hired from the local authorities of the Chinese 
Government, at a rental of 500 taels per annum, equal to about 
£200 per annum; another of the anomalies of this most 
anomalous campaign. 


JAPAN, 
"A correspondent, writing from Nagasak, on the 24th May, 
gays :—“ We shall soon be able to supply any quantity of tea, 
of good quality and cheap. As for tonnage, there is none to bo 
got, we are giving beastly old tubs $6 per ton hence to Shanghai ! 
which not long ago was the rato from Shanghai to New York, 
and we should now ourselves be glad to charter a 1,000 ton ship 
(at the present moment I mean) at a high rate, to go over to 
Shanghai—nothing to be got but little barques and brigs, owing 
to the Government taking up cvery available vessel of decent 


size ; of course they will all be rcleased by and bye, and we | 


shall have too much tonnage foratime. At present we are 
hard up. We ourselves work three vessels constantly between 
this and Shanghai (Syrian, Neva, ond Emma), and they are not 
near enough, although they make the round each in three 
weeks. 

“This is a most magnificent place. Reams of paper would 
not describe its beauties —the splendid scenery, the glorious 
climate, and delightful contrast it makes with China.” 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAL 
The London mail.of the 10th of April arrived on the 26th 
May, being forty-sixy days on rows. 
A panic of considerable extent has taken place at this port. 
The following summary is take from the Chine Overland 
Trade Report ;—“An Imperial army had for some time in- 








vested the city of Naukin, the stronghold of the rebels, on 
three sides, The river face was open, and as the communication 
with the opposite bank could not be cut off, it is needless to 
say that the investiture was a tedious operation. So much 
vigor however appeared to have been instilled into the Imperial 
ranks, that it is generally supposcd a result highly favourable 
to their cause must ensue. The alarm and consternation were 
so excessive as to stop all communication between the two 
places for three days, during which period the panic which 
existed in Shanghai is beyond description. At the solicitation 
of the Taoutai, the French and British Ministers took military 
possession of the city. A notice issued to that effect tended 
to pacify the people somewhat, but trade was utterly stagnated 
and was the last thing thought of. 

The steamer Remi, under charter to the Russian government 
through Messrs. Augustine, Heard, and Co., was tota!ly lost on 
the 25th April, on the Corean coast, in lan. 33 degs. 56 mins, 
and long. 126 degs. 16 mins. Crew all saved, and well treated 
bo the natives. The was bound from Hakodadi to Gulf of 
Pechalee. 

The following narrative of the landing of the crew, &e., at a 
Corean village, is taken from the North Chinw Herald :-— 

We obtained permission from the natives to erect our tents a little way 
up the hill, and through the kindness of these people we were regularly 
supplied, night and murning, each with a cup of hot congee, The vessel 
was broken in small pieces, and the rewains cast hich aud dry upon the 
rocks, April 80; strong wind with rain; not visited by the Corcuns, their 
guard, consisting of about fifty men, never leaving us day or night. All our 
people employed making themselves as comfortable as circumstances would 
permit—congee supplied by the nat ves—built a second text for the ser- 
vants, preparing the boats, drying and arranging the stores saved from the 
wreck. 

On the 7th May five officers held a second interview un ‘or a tent which 
they had erected for themselves, but came to no definjte arrangement for 
sending usaway. On this occasion they alluded torend ng us away on 
horses; from this inferred that they would send us across to the mainland, 
aid ‘rom thence on horseback around the Gulf of Leouru to China, 

“The island on which we were wrecked is called by the natives Chow-a- 
Sing, the erntre being in lat. 33.58 N., with Mount Auckland on Quelport 
Island bearing S. by EF. 4 E. On May 12th, wind ‘air but Jizhy, all the 
boats leaking, the chief officer's in particular. Taking to our oars we 
reached Port Hemilton at 6 p.m. May 14th, we left our anchorage, the 
boats running well before a fresh westerly breeze shipping | ut listle water. 
Continuing favourable we anchored at Nagasaki on the 16th after a tr p free 
from accidents. ‘he crew were disposed of by the [ritish Consul, and the 
Nimrod, with Captain Laen and ki in officer (lis passenger), was de- 
spatched to the wreck to bring away the party le{t there, which she 
reached on the 20th: during our absence the people had been wel taken 
care of by the Coreans, who visited the Nimrod and were received ond well 
treated by Commander Wynniatt. Stopping but a sufficient time to embark 
all oar peopl, we parted from our Corean frends with very favourable im- 
pressions of them, and arrived at Shanghai on the 22nd, 

The British and French Ministers had issued the following 
notification : 

“ Shanghai is a port open to foreign trade, and the native dealers residing 
therein have large transactions with the foreigners who resort to the place to 
carry on their busine-s. Were it to become the scene of attack ard of civil 
war, commerce would receivea severe blow, and the interests of those, whe- 
ther foreign or native, who wish to pursue their peace‘ul avocations in quiet, 
would suffer zreat loss, Her Maje-ty’s navel and military authorities will 
take proper measures to prevent the inhabitants from being exposvd to 
massacre and pillage,” : 

















HONG KONG. 

The London mail of the 20th April, which was wrecked at 
Galle, had not arrived at the latest date, 7th June. 

Sir Hope Grant and Amiral Hope ,are stiil at this place 
awaiting the arrival of Lord Eigin, The details of the progress 
—or rather non-progress—will be found under the head of 
“Third China War.” Telegraphic news from London to the 
18th April had been received via Calcutta, per Lancefeldd, at 
Singapore, and from thence to this place, per Russian war 
steamer Sveltam. 

The British steamer Chevy Chase, belonging to Messrs. Jar- 
dine, Matheson, and Co., was in Aberdeen Dock undergoing repairs, 
having struck on a rock in the river Nien, when coming out of 
Foo-chow on the 24th May. Considerable injury has been 
done to her hull and machinery, and it is expected she will 
have to be sent home for efficient repairs, 

The China Muil makes the following announcement in re- 
ference to the Colonial Government :—* There is some talk at 
present, in quarters not unlikely to be wellinformed, on the 
subject of the establishment of a new arrangement in this part 
of the world, in the shape of a Governor-General of H.M,’s 
Insular Possessions in the East. Tho insular possessions which 
would be placed under him would be Ceylon, Penang, Singa- 
pore, Labaun, and also, we trust, Hong Kong. Mauritius is so 
far distant, and has so little counection with the Angio- Asiatic 
islands, that it is not likely it would be included,

CANTON, 

’ It is reported that the revenue of the Chinese Custom 
House is to be appropriated towards paying the French in- 
demnity to the extent of two millions of dollars, the instal- 
ments to ‘run over six years, the first having actually been 
paid. The English authorities, it is stated, have also received 
the sum of 150,000 dollars, which, it is supposed, is intended 
for distribution amongst the claimants whoso property was 
burnt and destroyed at Canton in 1856. 

The rebels continue their incursions in the neighbourhood. 

The price of rice has fallen, and arracan is quoted $2.10 to 
2.25, Siam, best, $2.50 to 2.55. 

The Cunja has been quite busy of late with her exploratory 
expeditions on behalf of tho Chinese Imperial Customs. There 
was a sale of confiscated goods, consisting of opium, &e. 

The refugees from the rebel villages are no longer to be met 
with in the streets, for whom a mat shed has been erected by 
the aid of subscriptions collected from the foreign community, 
through the indefatigable exertions of our esteemed chaplain. 

The Melée, which was built at Tatu, and which has since 
unnergone alterations in ber machinery, promises to become a 
powerful competitor to the Spark, Report has it that her 
expenscs of fuel are comparatively trifling, only $25 for the 
rum, and as she gets up in less than nine hours from Macao 
with adverse tide part of the way, her builder and owner may 
well be proud of her. 


COCHIN CHINA. 

It is reported, although not officially announced, that hostili- 
ties have recommenced in Cochin China, and the blockade of 
Saigon has been renewed. This intelligence has had the effect 
of putting a stop to any further engagements for shipping to 
that quarter, as it is said that the ships already in Saigon 
cannot procure cargo. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The telegraphic cable between this and Batavia has been 
broken for tho last six weeks, and great difficulty is experienced 
in repairing it. The fracture is close to this ; but what with 
the rocky bottom and the coral banks, it is a matter of great 
difficulty to overhaul it without breaking it; added to which, the 
current, generally running four to five knots an hour, increases 
the difficulty of the operation. 


ALEXANDRIA, 

The Red Sea cable only worked for three days. H.H. Il 
Haim Pasha, son-in-law to the Sultan, left for Constantinople ; 
at the last moment, the manager of the Bank of Egypt applied 
to the viccroy unsuccessfully to stop him, as it appears that the 
Bank has advanced him something like £170,000. There has 
becn a great deal of talk on this subject, and opinion generally 
condemns the bank for its hasty and ungenerous mode of act- 
ing, and says that the produce of his estates have becn mort- 
gaged to the bank for some time to come.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

The mails delivered this morning are ten days overdue, 
owing to an accident to the steamer Sinda in the Red Sea, the 
dates ave from Shanghai to the 30th May, Hong Kong 7th 
June, and Singapore 16th June. The markets in China for 
imports continue to be moderately active. At Shanghai, owing 
to the rebel panic, sales had ceased. The Sinda, with these 
mails, left Aden on the 9th, at 10 aim., and on the following 
night, when near Gibbel Teer, her main shaft gave way. The 
Candia, which sailed from Suez on the 7th, fell in{with her on the 
morning of the 11th, and remained by her for 36 hours, in hopes 
that she might continue her voyage with one engine. This was 
found to beimpossible, and she was towed back to Aden. The 
Sina mails aud passengers were taken on to Suez by the Yorna. 

Tea. — Notwithstanding the black mail levied on the 
uew teas on its transit to the various stripping ports, there 
appears to be no delay in its arrival, The prices, however, 
must necessarily be high on this account. At Foo Chow 
the market has been opened for the “ New Scason’s Congous,” 
he settlenient of some 10,000 to 11,000 chests, at 32 to 
tacls ship off—which is fully one tacl over last year, 
taking quality into considaration.

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THE ISLAND OF FORMOSA, 


(CoMMUNICATED.) 
~ Ina late number of your journal you no-ie-d th» Island of Formosa. As I 
have taken much interest in that place, I shal be glad if you ean find spac 
for the following, which, to make it more readable, I have encroached on the 
ivileges of the Fourth Estate, and adopted the immaculate “ we.” 

Let us first glance at the population of Formo-a, which, by unanimou: de- 
scriptions, given by the mo-t recent authorities, appears t » consist of three dis- 
tinct e'ements, viz., 1, the natives dwelling on the west coast who have been 
subjugated by the Chines +; 2, the free and independent Ab rigines on the east 
side of the ivland ; and 3, the Chinese who have emigrate! from th~ opposite 
parts of the Continent, and Iecated themselves chiefly on the west coast of 
Formosa. These Chinese colonists appear to form the principal part of the 
population of the towns, whilst the agriculture is carried on hy the natives of 
the soil, who inhabit the numerous villages which so thickly dot the country 
on that coast. They are divided into forty-seven rursl districts. of whi h. 
accordi’ g to Ritter, thirty-cight are in the northern, and nine in thesonthern 
part of the island, | S-parated as they are from the evstern half of Forniosa, 
by the natural Varrier of an impassable range of lofty mountains, there ie no 
communication between the respect've inhabitants, and of the Aborigines on 
the erstern side, but ‘ttle is known, and that little is not of a favourable 
character. ‘They were described to Commander Brooker as “bad people ; 
very strong an! blood-thirsty, who wear large rings in their ears, and eat for 
supper their Chinese cpt ves.” A German of the nime of Hartman, who 
accompa:icd the expedition of Commodore Perry, had an opportunity of 
seeing three of these “bad people,” who, however, did not appear to be 80 
Dad as the: were popularly represented ; for he fearlessly went up to them, 
and for a Mexican dollar bought the bow and arrows of one of the three. He 
describes them as a tall and well-made race of peopl, with prominent cheek- 
bones and projecting chin, straight black hair reaching to the shoulders, and 
wearing no clothing excep: a piece of coloured cotton print over their shoulders. 
He says they reminded him very strongly of some tribes of Noith American 
Indians. 

When the Americans coasted up the eat side of Forma, in the Old 
John, to examine these wild tribes, and search for a safe harbour, they 
could not find aylace even to land at, as the whole coast consisted of an un- 
broken line of reefs and rocks, on which the waves, continually impelled by 
the drift of te current, broke with incessant roar, forming a most 
dangerous surf, in which no boat of theirs could have lived, 
though with seamanlike courage they made several _ ineffecinal 
attempts to Jand. From the decks of their ship, however, they had several | 
opportunities of seeing large groups of the natives, “an excited concourse | 
of good looking, copper-coloured people, of both sexes, but very scantily | 
clothed, as th: wen had only a piece of cotton wrapped round their head to 
preserve them from the rays of the sun, and the women were dre-sed in a | 
loose bag, closed at the neck and reaching to the kn e. Some of the men 
were armed with bows and arrows, whilst others carried very formilable- 
looking mat hlocks. The women all carried something in their hands, as it | 
toinvite us to land and trade with them, and when they found we were | 
prevented by the surf from landing, they expressed their disappointment by set- 
ting up aleud howli g. accompanied by the most frantic gestures, With their 
telescopes the officers could plainly perceive the dwellings of the natives. 
which they describe as comfortable well-built stoue houses, surrounded by | 
large pitches of green fields and well cultivated gardens; no doubt those 
alluded to by the natives of the Weat coast, who had told them that they 
were cultivated by the captive Chinese before being eaten up by the savages. 

Commander Brooker, of H.M.S. Iv/lerible, was more fortunate, for he , 
found in Sawo or Suan a good harbour for that inhospitable iron-bound | 
coast, where he anchored, and allowed some of his men to go ashore, who 
visited several native viilages and found the inhabitants peaccably inclined. 
They are descrited as a remarkably fine race of people, much finer than the 
Chinese, with a lighter coloured skin, and in figure, language, and general 
bearing more ncariy app:oaching the Malayan type. Tie country was here 
found to be well watered and extensively cultivated. The natives took the : 
Europeans for inh-Ditants of the Loo-choo Islands, the ouly foreigners with | 
whose ex'st-nce they were acquainted. 

For what information, imperfect as it is, we have been able to glean of the 
north part of Formosa, we are chivfly indebted to the report of Captain 
Abbot, U.S.N., who. in obed'ence to his instructions, proceeded in his ship 
to Keelung or Kylong (called by the Dutch Queloug). It ia situated in 
25 degs. 16 min. 48 secs. north Intitude. According to the: sketch map 
compiled by the above officer, but which he confesses to be made merely by 
the eye, the town is built on the Eastern- coast of a bay that runs into the 
interior to a considerable distance. Further up on the same side of the bay, 
which widens very much, there is a smaller town among hills, in front of 
which is the anchorage ground of the native junks, and which from that 
circumstance he called “Junk Town.” Before the entrance of the bay, and 
half closing it to the east, is a small island surrounded by high mounta ns, 
with a village on the south-east side. Between this island and the const of 
Formosa is a narrow passage for boats and junks, At the head of the bay 
are two semicircular crecks, called by the natives Quasekou and Keulaou. 
The chaplain, the Rev. G. Jones, here executed the special orders he received 
from his commodore, to examine the coal mines, His report has not been 
officially published, but there is a German translation of it in W. Heine's 
“ Reise nach Japin” (Vol. 2, pp. 318—335), the author of which, though a 
painter by profess'on, accompanied Commodore Perry's expedition in th- 
capacity of master's mate. The reverend chaplain speaks in his report 
very highly of the qua'ity of the coal, as being admirably adapted for 
steamers, and the coalfields are able to supply inexhaustible quanti:ics at 
very m derate prices, The following extract gives his description of Kee- 
Jung and its neighbourhood : — 

“On doubling the north cape of Formosa, the three little islands 
Agincourt, Pinnacle, and Crag, came in view—pood landmarks in coming 
in from the north, but rather dangerous for sailing-ships, on account of 
the current. The entrance to the harbour of Keelung is not visible at a 
distance, but a high rocky islet lies about three miles to the north, and 






































prevents the possibility of making a mistake. In going to the westward of 
this rock and sieering south one can't go wrong. ‘The harbonr is ubout two 
miles long, and is surrounded by a pretty and well-cultivated district. 
On the western side are two villages, and one on the enstern part (the 


above-mentioned Junk-town), with a number of junks lying at anchor. 
Keelung is a town of about three thousand inhabitants. It is surrounded 
y walls which are suliviently strong to ensure it against a sudden attack, 
and the fron's of the houses project so much over the street as to form 
covered sort of arcade. ‘Ths mode of building is good for keep:ng off the 
sun, but it also excludes the fresh air, and makes the atmosphere close and 
disagreeable.” 

To the eastward of the town opens a valley with a navigable river rune 
ning through it into the bay. It was up this valley that Mr. Jones pro- 
ceeded in paying hi. viat to the coalfields, whch are situated on b th sides 
of the stream. On the following day that gentleman visited some of the 
islands nt the mouth of the harbour in company with Capt. Abbot. These 
islands have a very peculiar and extraordinary appearance. The substratum 
of the rocks all about is a -oft white sandstone, above which lie- a hard 
black formati n (which he omis to describe more geolo ivally); the winds 
ani waves bave the usual e‘Tect of washing away the soft saniistone exposed 
to their influence, and have thus reduced them to a number of white co'umns, 
each covered by a bread flat black cap, which have a most curious effect, and 
nduced Capt Abbot to call the place “ Image Point.” 

In the execution of his orders to examine the coalfields, Mr. Jones went 
in a boat through the sbovementioned passage for ju: ks be: ween ‘he island 
to the exst of the harbour of Keelung ard the coast of Formosa They then 
rounded a promo -tory about two miles distant, and there perceived several 
coal mines quite close to the shore. At this sp»t the rocks rise suddenly 
about 200 feet out of t'e water, and plainly show their stratification, The 
place was considered h ghly favourable fr the shipment of couls. They 
then proceeded still more to the east, and came toa vi'lage on the west side 
of the Bay of Keulaou, the inhabitants of which conducted ‘hem to another 
village on the other side of the creek, and sbout two mies off. where they 
fo ‘nd several large stoc 8 o° coal, heaped up ready for shipment, which the 
natives assured th-m were brought from a place in the interior twelve miles 
distant. A few days afterwards, when Mr. Jones visited this village again, 
he obtain-d a guide to these coalfields, which were, however, not twelve 
miles distant, hut not more than half a mile off. Atter examining the beds 
of coal, Mr. Jones r-turned to Keelung by lind (distant about seven miles), 
and reports the whole district he traversed as one large coa'field. The 
natves had built up terraces along the sho:es of the river for their paddy- 
fields, and in doing +o had cnt away in many p'aces the st-epest part of the 
hills, so that in several directions he found the coal exposed to v.ew and 
cropping out at the surface. + 

The Americans experience! no difficulty in their dealings with the natives, 
who, on the whole, appear inclined to cultivate friendly relations with 
foreigners. They furn shed the ship with large supplies of fresh provisions. 
There were plenty of fowls, ducks and geese, aid they could «bain as 























' many oxen as they wan ed, whilet the market afforded an abu: dance of 


fruit and vegetables—pine-apples, mangoes, bananas, pears, potatoes, &c., of 
excellent quality and remarkably cheap. Mr. Jones bought a full-sized fowl? 
for a bright button, Four small { waistcoat) uniform buttons were considered 
the equivalent of a dollar, and two large buttona passed current for 1 dollar 
25 cents, 

H.M.8 Jnflexitle also anchored in the Bay of Keelung, and Commander 
Brooker found the cal mines in full operation, An excursion was made 
into the interior to visit some sulphuric springs near a volcano among the: 
hills, They fonnd a large quantity of sulphur in ite most perfect state of 
purity, but the mandaiins objected to their collecting any of it. This 
excursion lasted thiee days, and the distance they performed was about. 
twenty-five miles. On her return from the North, the /njleible again 
visited the ports of Tamshui, Lampaw, Go-chee, and the Ta -wan, everywhere 
bing kindly received by the natives, and exchanging cow tesies with the 
Mandarin. They here iearned from the latter the shipwreck o: the Ham- 
burgh schooner A/6-s, Captain Neinecke, at Lokhinum, but asc rtained that 
th» crew had escaped and proceeded in a uative lorcha to Amoy, where they 
subsequently arrived in saf-ty. 

This b-autiful island is about 240 miles long by 40 wide—equal to the 
length of Ireland, with half its width—most favourably situated for commer- 
cial p-rposes, being just opposite the important Chinese ports of Swatow, 
Amoy, Foo-chow, and other places of trade on the continental coast. 
Though in about the tame latitude as Calcutta—the Tropic of Cancer rans 
through the centre of the island ; its climate is sa'ubrious, and not 0 severely 
hot, the temperature being cooled by the sea-bre:zes and the immediate 
vicinity of the magnificent chain of mountains which, towering up to the. 
height of ten or twelve thousand fest, run through the whole length of the 
island, forming ns it were its back bone. Now that the recommencement of 
hostilities with China appears to be an accomplished fact, it will no doubt 
become a part of the policy of this country to demand a material guarantee 
for the future good behaviour of the Chinese, and under these circumstances: 
we would venture to suggest the expediency of either stipulating for the- 
cession of the whole of the island to Great Britain, or taking forcible pos- 
session of it by our army and navy. No one can pretend to deny that our 
foreign possessions and colonial empire are sufficiently varied and exten- 
sive, and excite the admiration and wonder—and in eome instances 
the j alousy—-of foreign nations. But still the expediency of ob 
taining possession of Formosa may be urged as an exceptional case 
on the plea of humanity, civilisation and trade, to say nothing of 
its importance in containing inexhaustible coal fields of easy access 
and excellent quality, an article now of paramount value in these days 
of steam navigation, It would, moreover, form our advanced post in the 
North Pacific, give us a naval station commanding the whole of the 
Chinese coast, and tend to check the future encroachments of Russia, which 
in that quarter bave assumed of late a very marked charucter ; whilst situated 
as it is within a few days sail of Japan, its importance would be greatly i 
creased, for there is every reason to believe that our commercial relations with 
that empire will never be satisfactorily adjusted till they have had an oppor+ 
tunity of learning to their cost the fuil we'ght of Brita:n’s arm, i 

The late Commodore Perry, who commanded the United States expedition 
to China and Japan, was fully impressed with the importance of Formosa, 
and the advantages to be derived from the possession of it, pointing out to- 
his Government how desirable it would be to form a settlement at Keelung. 
In concluding our observations on this subject we cannot do better than lay 
before our readers the following extract from Commodore Perry's officiak 
report :— 
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“The geographical position of Formosa stamps it as a well situated central 
spot eminently »dapted for becoming the staple market for the commerce of 
America in the Chinese seas, from which centre-point the trade would radiate 
to China, Japan, the Amoor, Loo Choo, Cochin China, Cambogia, Siam, the 
Philippines, and the other numerous groups of islands in the North Pacific 
ocean. ‘he importance of the island is vastly incre sed fron its being able 
to supply inexhaustible stocks of coal, an article of such general and in- 
creasing consumption, especially tor our trade to the East. A furthee recom- 
mendation may be found in the advantages the island possesses from its 
situation in a maritime and strategical point of view, exactly opposite some 
of the most important trading ports of China. With sufficient naval forces 
at command, the posession ot Formosa would secure and cover the approaches 
to the whole of the north eastern part of China, just as Cuba, in the hands 
of a powerful maritime nation could defend the coast of America, sou:h of 
Cape Florida, and command the entrance of the (iulf of Mexico, At the 
same time it ought not to be overlooked that the extent of Formosa, and the 
fertility of its soil, would render it capable not unly of producing its own 
natural requirements, but of furnishing a large quota for export to other 
countries. The formation of a settlement in the shape of a free port, and 
without any restrictions on import or export trade, would goon attract the 
attention of merchan's and shipowners of all countries, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to anticipate that in a very short space of time it might successfully com. 
pete with Singapore and Hong Kong.

FRANCE. 
THE PARIS POST-OFFICE. 

The Correspondent of the Morning Advertiser gives the following -— 

“It is the fashion to extol loudly the administration of affairs in France ; 
and by none have these laudations been so loudly bawled as by those who 
are utterly ignorant of the subject—omne ignotum pro magniyico. People 
are too apt to apply Sterne’s ejaculation, as he set forth on his sentimental 
journey, ‘They manage these matters better in France,’ to everything that 
goes wrong at home, Will you permit me to draw the curtain, and let you 
behold the scenes at the French Post-office, that you may listen to a dialogue, 
the dramatis persone being your Correspondent and the French Post-: flice 
employes? Yo the clerka in the office—' Will you be s0 good as to tell me 
the days of departure of the China mails?’ Clerk searches for precedents, 
like the House ot Commons in their dispute with the Lords; at last, from 
the depths of bundles of dusty papers, he replies—but not without some 
hesitation—‘ The 11th and 26th.’ As this in‘ormstion was not delivered by 
him with the air of a settled conviction, I pressed him upon the subject ; 
when he inquired whether the letter which I held was for an officer in the 
army. On my modesily disclaiming the honour of knowing any French 
Officers in the flowery land, the clerk admitted this impression that the dates 
which he had given to me applied only to letters for the army, and sug- 
gested that I should institute inquiries with the director. On wending my 
way through a labyrinth of dusty passages where the nasal organs revealed 
the intensity of the struggle raging between chl-ride of lime and ammonia, 
I discovered a huis-ier in the Post-office livery or uniform; he bore my 
compliments to the Director, with a request for information about the China 
mail, and presently returned, ‘The mail leaves Paris for China on the 27th 
of each month.’ I expressed the conviction that there were two departures 
monthly. He was of an opposite opinion ; but, after instituing searching 
inquiries in other quarters, he again returned, and rep rted that the head 
clerks believed that letters posted during the night of the 10th for China 
might be forwarded, but he was not certain, The impartiality of these 
officials is b yond all praise, None have any particular preference for any 
day or any hour. Soue tell you that these letters must be po-ted daring 
night, others early in the morning ; and some strongly recommend the usual 
post hour—six p.m. Altera short expe@ience, you come to the conclusion 
that putting « letter into the French Post-office is much like putting it into 
a lott-ry, unless your letter contains money, in which ca-e you may aa well 
invest it in Pennsylvanian or Spanish bonds, or even der.ve some little 
amusement from it, by standing on a bridge and watching the bubbles as 
You drop your money into the water below.” 





HOLLAND. 
AmsrerDaM, July 24. 

By Royal decree of the 8th inst. (No. 74) the King has been 
pleased to raise the salaries of ministers of the Reformed 
Church in Netherlands India as follows :—Of the twenty-nine 
clergymen doing duty in those colonies, the eight senior ones 
are to receive a remuneration of 6,000 florins (£500) per 
annum, and the remainder a salary of 4,800 florins (£400), 
with the usual allowances for house-rent, which have also been 
raised. 
The Sccond Chamber reopened on the 12th inst. The 
greater part of the members who had to retire by rotation 
have been re-elected, and two ministerial supporters lost their 
seats. Mynheer van Hall’s cabinet finds itself therefore with 
an opposition equally strong as that in the last session, and 
must prepare itself for a severe struggle. This had already 
commenced during the recess, as is abundantly proved by the 
reports of the sections charged with the task of investigating 
several ministerial measures, the most important of which are 
the Railway and Emancipation Bills. This result goes to show 
that the Chamber is determined not to sanction any measure 
originating with the present Cabinet, and it will probably end 
with another minieterial crisis ; for although it is true than more 
than 500,000 electors have abstained from making use of their 
Constitutional prerogative from political apathy, yet the result 





of the elections plainly demonstrates how deep-rooted is the 
opposition, and how its ramifications are extendcd all over the 
country. 

The Staats Courant publishes the text of a Bill for regulating 
the cultivation of sugar in the island of Java, which the Go- 
vernment are about to introduce for the approval of the States 
General. This Bill will not, however, interfere with the arrange- 
ments of private planters, but has merely reference to the cul- 
tivation of the sugar-cane on Government lands. 

According to the published draft of the Bill the existing contracts are to 
be prolonged for a term of ten years, under new conditions more avourable 
alike for the Government and the inhabitants of Java generally. Grants of 
land intended for new plantations wi!l be made in blocks of 400 to 500 
bouws (a bouw is equal to 500 square ronds). The remuneration to the 
native workmen is fixed at the following ra'es:—For th- production of 
sugar not exceeding 80 piculs, 3 florins per bouw . for a larger wua.tity up 
to 45 picnls, 2 florins more per bouw; and for a still greater product on, an 
additional florin per bouw. Native chieftains are to receive, besides the 
pay, an additional remuneration of {rom 1 florin 0 cents to 2 florins 25 cents 
per bouw, in proportion to the increased produce. The Bill also regulates 
the quantity of sugar which the contractors are bound to furnish to the 
Government, and which varies from 30 to 79 per cent. of the total produce, 
according to the quality of the sugar. 

The only embarcation of troops for India that has taken 
place this month was a small detachment of thirty recruits, 
under command of Captain Heiligers, accompand by First Lieut. 
Schiebelhout and the Second Lieuts. H. Boers and H. J. 
Schwartz, who embarked at Rotterdam last week, on board the 
Burgome:ster Hoffman, Captain de Wit, for Batavia, which vessel 
is under orders to call at St. George d’Elmina, on the African 
coast, to take on board a further detachment of 150 negro 
recruits, enlisted there for service in Netherlands India, 

Mr. A. Fraser has received his exequatur as consul at Ba- 
tavia for the Emperor of Austria. 

The Commander of the Forces in India having offered a 
premium of 500 florins to the first transport that should 
arrive at Batavia with troops, on their return from the expedi- 
tion to Boni, the prize has beenjawarded to the Aegidia and 
Pauline, the captain of which died on the passage, when the 
chief officer assumed the command. 

Mr. Stieltjes, whose appointment as chief railroad engincer 
in Java I mentioned in my last letter, is to receive 15,000 
florins for his outfit and passage, with a salary of 1,250 florins 
per month (£1,250 per annum), during his stay in Java, to com- 
mence from the day he quits Holland. 

Ou the 12th inst. the first stone of the new military hospi- 
tal for invalided soldiers of the E. I. army was laid at Bronbeck, 
with the usual masonic honours and ccremonics. 

The cxamination for medical officers for the Indian army 
took place last week, and about a dozen gentlemen were 
selected. 

As all attempts to form private companies for the con- 
struction of the railways have hitherto failed, and as the neces- 
sary funds are ready, the nation has a right to claim the active 
interference of the State. The making of the railways will not 
in any way affect our financial prospects, as we take annually 
ten millions of florins from the surplus of the colonial re 
venues, ‘ , 

The murder of the Dutch Consul in Syria has caused orders 
to be given for three vessels of war to proceed to that coast.

Large numbers of Christians continue to arrive 
from Syria, and they report that an outbreak was feared at Jaffa, The town 
of Alexandria is now fully supplied with water, the new water works 
erected by a French Company being entirely finished. The large square is 
now likewise finished, the trees around it are in a very promising state, and 
the fountains which ornament it at either end are playing daily. This embel- 
lishment of our square has cost the Pasha £25,000, and he bas to pay for 
the water laid on to his palaces, &c., and otherwise used by the Govern- 
ment, 1,000f. per day, which more than covers the interest of the capital 
expended on the water-works.—{Since this was in type we have news of the 
cable again breaking]. :

UNITED STATES. 
New York, July 16, 1860. 

The past fortnight has been one of great excitement, atten- 
dant upon the Japanese Ambassadors, and the arrival of the 
Great Eastern, The former, after having becn entertained at 
an immense expense, embarked on board the United States 
stcam-frigate Viugara, on the 29th ult., and sailed on the fol- 
lowing day. They had made preparations for their departure, 
previous to the arrival of the Great Eastern, and went on board 
the day after she entered our harbour. After taking passage 
in the U.S. revenue steamer Harriet Lane they were conveyed 
by her to view the Great Eastern ; and in the afternoon of the 
same day, the Magara, after having received them on board, 
set sail for Japan, via the Cape of Good Hope. The Govern- 
ment of the United States appropriated $50,000 for their en- 
tertainment ; about $26,000 of which was expended, and the 
remainder was returned to the treasury. The City of New 
York exceeded the Federal Government in liberality and hospi- 
tality of the General Government. The corporation at first ap- 
propriated $30,000 for their entertainment, but it is said that 
the total expense will not fall much short of about $100,000. 
The grandest, and, at the same time, the most costly fete got up 
in their honour, was the grand ball at the Metropolitan’ Hotel. 
at which at least 10,000 persons of both sexes were present, 

On their relations with China and Japan the New York

“*Scarcely have the ambassadors from the Government of Japan left this 
Country, after an interchange of the commereinl treaty which opens to us the 
trade of that exc usive nation, when the Secretary of our Legation in China 
Strives at Washington bearing the ratified treaty between our Government 
ind that of the Celestial Empire, together with an autograph letter from the 

‘mperor to the President of the United States, as announced in our specia 











despatch from Washington yesterday. It isa matter of some congratulation 
for us to reflect upon. that while Eigland and France are fitting out hostile 
armies against the Chinese, our administration is receiving aseurance of the 
most peaceful and friendly relations with that people, and the ratifica ion of 
a highly advantageous treaty from the hands of the Emperor of China. 

The arrival of coolie ships from China is thus reported :— 

“ Kitty Simpson, from Macao, come days since, reported took on board 342 
coolies ; she delivered here alive, and in good health, 313; died a: se 1, 29, 
In regard to the American ship Messenyer, an article from Tug Cuixa 
TaLecnarH has been trevelling the rounds of the British and American 
Press stating that on the voyage of that vessel down the China sen, that ship 
‘was the scene of a terrible conflict, and that before order could be enforced, 
and the coolies subdued, one hundred were killed, or words to the rame 
effect. No coolies died on board of that ship from violence—no such conflict 
took place. 378 coolies were taken on board at Macao, of which sixtcen 
died of the «rdinary ship di-eases, ad two fell or threw theme v-s over- 
board. 260 were delivered here in good health, and none even with wounds 
from any violence in the enforcement of discipline. The deliveries made by 
American vessel- to this date, of this more than slave t:affic, show in transit 
a loss of eleven per cent. In British vessels the loss goes up to fourteen per 
cent. It is feared that the story was got up through jealousy, tod» injury 
to the American ship Afessenger in particular, and to our vessels generally 
locking for this sort of business in those waters. The injury, if any has 
been done, will be corrected by this notice in the Herald, which states all 
the fucts, and neither more nor less."—(Our readers in China will be aware 
that such a report was made, and we noticed it in the Lonpon axp Curra 
TxLegRarH, and in the same issue gave the particulars of the affray on board 
the ents ship Staghound, about which, at all events, there was 1.0t 
mistake. 
The gate correspondent of the New York Herald reports a conver- 
sation he had with one of the crew of the Messenger, from Whampoa, with 
coolies, who confirmed all the statements published in the Hong Kong 
papers as to the system of kidnapping and harsh treatment of the victims,

COMMERCIAL. 

Since my last the Money Market has become firmer, and rates of in- 
terest have undergone a decided advance. 

We now quote loans on callat 54 tv6 per cent., andat 90 days to six months, 
at6to7 per cent. These were the ruling rates up to yesterday, when a large 
amount of dividends was paid off, which relieved the market, and the 
quotations to day were easier. The closing rates were 5} to 6 on call, and 
54 to7 for 90 days and six months, and dull at that. Sterling closed with- 
out animation at 109 to 109} per cent. for Commercial Bills on London, and 
at 1094 to 1093 for six day bills. French bills were unchanged.

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ARRIVAL OF LORD CLYDE IN ENGLAND. 

Lord Clyde arrived from Calais at Dover on the 18th ult., in the mail 
packet Alliance, on his return from India. As soon as the Alliance drew 
towards the pier, the figure of Sir Colin (as he was atill called by everybody) 
was easily discernible on the quarter-deck. He was standing with his usual 
erectness, and looking much the same as when he embarked from the very 
spot to which the boat was now approaching, except that the bronze on bis 
countenance was a tinge deeper, and his haira trifle grayer. The character- 
istic decision and firmness of the old General were as easily recognisable as 
ever in his slightest movement. On the vessel being moored, the Mayor of 
Dover (Mr. J. C. Ottaway), accompanied by the town clerk, Mr. B. Knocker, 
proceeded on board to solicit from his lordship the honour of presenting an 
address, A minute or two's conversation ensued, during which the crowd 
lining the Admiralty pier waved their hats and handkerchiefs and cheered 
enthusiastically. The Artillery Volunteers, under Capt. Wollaston, with 
their band, were-in attendance as a guard of honour ; but, owing to the 
short notice which had been given of his lordship’s arrival, Genl. Craufurd, 
the commandant of the garrison, and the other official personages, who under 
other circumstances would have been there, were not in attendance. The 
reception, therefore, was in all respscts a civil one, Lord Clyde walking with 
the mayor, and preceded by the mice, from the landing pier to Birmingham's 
Lord Warden Hotel, in the principal ealoon of which an address was pre- 
‘ented to his lordship in the presence of a very distinguished as-emblage. 

At the conclusion of his reply, Lord Clyde, who throughout was visibly 
affected, shook hands with the gentlemen of the corporation near him, who 
then withdrew. His lordship, who was accompanied by Major Alison and 
Col. Stirling, his aides-de-camp, left by the 3.45 train for London, amid 
further demonstrations of joy at his safe return to the shores of England. 

We understand that his lordship has received her Majesty's commands to 
pass a few days at Osborne, on a visit to the Queea and Prince Consort. 

The Times has the following account on his lordship’s re- 


tarn :— 

“ Ithas been observed of Wellington, and was certainly felt by himself, 
that, whatever his powers, he had not the opportunity of those brilliant 
enterprises which have placed his chief antagonist among the half-dozen 
great conquerors of history. Fortune itself had dictated his tasks, and im- 
ee duty rather than glory on the successful results. Something of the 

ind may be said of Lord Clyde's career, but in a much more evident de- 
gree. His services show rather a struggle with fortune, and a rolling of the 
stone up the hill, than the sort of career the young cadet would choose for 
himself, Walcheren, Vimiera, the retreat of Sir John Noore, Corunna, 
Barossa, Vittoria, the siege of San Sebastian, and the passage of the 
Bidassoa, were some of the trials which made the hard cradle of this career. 
Bent, like many other brave soldiers, to America, Captain Campbell missed 
‘Waterloo, and except in quelling an insurrection in Demerara, he passed a 
Jong period of inactivity till the first expedition to China in 1842, 
Twenty years ago there seemed very little prospect of a soldier prst the 
meridian of life beginning a career of usefulness and fame, and having 
the alternative of a Peerage or Westminster Abbey. The Purijab, Pesha- 
war, and the mountains of the North-Western frontier, as they have contri- 
buted the materials for the suppression of the Indian munity, so have they 
been the school, and Colonel Campbell there acquired the experience which 
he was afterwards to find so valuable. But few would have guessed six 
years ago the work still in reserve for the man who had been hunting down 
savages in their strongholds of Central Asia, and was now glad to be re- 
lieved of that duty, even at the expense of idleness and poverty. There 
‘Were greater men then in the service than Colonel Campbell, but none wiser, 
or safer, or more fortunate. It was, doubtless, throuzh a just appreciation 
of these qualities that he commanded the Highland Brigade and Highland 
Division throughout the war in the Crimea, So good a man and such good 
troops were not to be thrown away. General Campbell led his Highlanders 
at the Alma, and no doubt it was a comfort to everybody in the camp to 
know they were at Balaklava, which the‘ thin red line’ nobly defended when 
the foe had the temerity to attack it.”

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Tue Curva War.—Tho House having gone into Committee of Sup- 
ly, Mr. S, Hernert moved a vote of credit to the amount of 
£3,800,000 on account of the war with China. Admitting that the 
estimate now before the House was given in the gross, and to a 
great extent upon mere guess, he submitted that it was impossible to 
state details on the subject, and that any attempt to specify particular 
items must prove illusory. After giving some explanations touch- 
ing the despatch of troops, transports, &c., he observed that 
the vote comprised a sum of about £443,000 due to the Indian Government, 
arising out of charges left unsettled from the last China war. Uf the total 
amount now asked for, he believed, on a rough calculation, that two millions 
would be required for expenses incurred in India; £1,500,000 for military 
and £300,000 for naval expenses in England.—Sir H. Wi.ovcusy ob- 
served that the mixing up of India and home expenditure was introducing 
serious confusion in our finances. He trusted that means would be found 
hereafter to keep the accounts separate.—After some observations from Mr. 
T. Hankey, Sir S. Northcote, General Peel, and Sir F. Baring,—l he Cuan- 
cELLoR of the Excusquer said that the announcement of the enormous sum 
required for the war with China had taken himself by surprise, as it seemed 
to have surprised the Hous The demand was also so recent that he knew 
Rothing about it when making his budgetary statement, and could not then 
even introduce the £443,000 for past transactions. He proceeded to ex- 
plain the methods by which charges incurred for wars in Asia were defrayed 
in part by the Indian Government, and which placed it out of the power of 
the home Ministry to frame detailed es'imates, obliging them to submit merely 
conjectural statements of the probable expenditure to Parliament.—Sir J. 
Paxisotox thought the House had a right to demand fuller information, 
not only as to the expense, but also as to the policy of the Government 
with regard to the China war. If the cost of the war could not be told 
when the budget was brought forward in February, the event was at any 
Tate probable, and the Goveroment were not justified, under the circum- 











stances, in remitting taxes and tampering with the finance of the country. 
Mr. B, Cochrane moved the adjournment of the deiate. Lord J. Russgin 
recognised the serious responsibility arising out of the proceedings in China, 
but observed that the late Adnfinistration must share in that responsibility, 
the events which had culminated in wur having occurred while they held 
office, and in consequence of orders from Lord Malmesbury and Sir J. 
Pakington himself. Sir J. Expatnetonz and Sir C. Napier having briefly 
spoken, Lord Paumerston hoped that the Committee would come to a vote 
that night. After some further discussion, in which Mr. B. Cocurane and 
Mr. Disrarti took part, the vote was reduced, at the suggestion of Sir H. 
Wittovaisy, by the sum of £443,896, to be voted separutely. Tue vots 
of £3,356,104 was then agreed to, and the Chairman was ordered to report 
progress, the other ‘vote being deferred.— (13). Mr. Cocuaxg moved, 
“That in order to remove one great obstacle of peace with China, 
the British Plenipotentiary be instructed not to insist on the fulfil- 
ment of the third article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, by which his Majesty 
the Emperor of China agrees that the ambassador, minister, or other diplo- 
matic agent, appointed by ber Majesty the Queen of Great Britain may 
reside with his family and establi-hment, permanently at the capital, or 
may visit it occasionally, at the option of the British Government.”— 
Lord Jonn Russeut objected to the form of the motion. The instructions 
to ambassadors emanated from the Sovereign, and could not with propriety 
be altered by the House of Commons, ‘The proper mode of proceeding 
would have been by an address to the Crown. He proceeded to combat the 
policy advocated by the hon. member, insisting upon the expediency of se- 
curing for the British envoy the same privilege of residence at Peking 
already enjoyed by the Russian ambassador, The amendment was nega- 
tived without a division.—A vote of £443,000, as repayment to the East 
India Exchequer, on account of expenses incurred in China, was then 
moved by Mr. S. Herpert. In the course of the discussion which ensued, 
the CHANCELLOR of the Excequer entered into various details respecting the 
financial and other results arising or anticipated from the war. He 
also vindicated his own consistency, and that of some of his colleagues, in 
opposing the war with Chin in 1857, and supporting the present ono, 
Lord J. Russsut also justified the declirat on of war, which he contended 
hid become indispensable to vindicate the honour and dignity of England, 
after the outrage committed on the Peiho. It was a terrible calamity, but 
one which the present Government could not avoid, and which they had 
inherited from their predecessors, Mr. T. Barina observed that the war 
was said to be waged for the promotion of trade. ‘The fact was that traders 
did not wi-h for war, and felt the gravest suspicions of diplomacy. Lord 
PauMErsTon said that trade could not be safe in any country where English- 
men did not enjoy rights and securities formally recognised and secured by 
treaty. The vote was ageed to. Colonel Dunne asked the Secretary of 
State for War what knapsacks had been forwarded to our troops in China 
by the ship Clavering ; whether those knapsacks were fit for immediate use, 
by whose orders they were sent, and by whom supylicd, The knapsacks 
were not fit for the soldiers who had gone to China, They required to be 
altered, and they had no means of altering them. The forks and knives 
also were very inferior in quality. He wished to know who were respon- 
sible for sending these stores to our army in China. Mr. S. Herperr ad- 
mitted that these stores sent out to China were not of the latest pattern, It 
was only just to say that no practical evil had arisen, because the stores in 
question, though called second class, were 80 called from no inferiority in the 
material, but only because of some little differe: ce between them and those 
of the last pattern, The whole matter had been referred to Colonel Hud- 
son, on whose judgment every reliance could be placed.—(16.) On the re- 
port of the Committee of Supply of the vote of £443,896, Mr. Rogscck 
took occasion to condemn the war with China as utterly indefensible as re- 
garded either the interests or the honour of England. The war began, he 
said, by an attempt to force opium upon the people of China, and he asked 
whether the people of this country would tolerate the forcible introduction 
of arrack into Liverpool. We bombarded Canton, and compelled the 
Chinese Government to agree to a treaty stipulating, among other things, 
to allow a British Minister to reside at Pekin. ut the origin fof the war 
being unjust—and this had been admitted by the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer—we were now sending a large force and spending millions of motcy 
to enforce a treaty the result of that unjust war, The Cuancentor of the 
Excuzguen admitted that this was a question {which could hardly be too 
much discussed, and that, in dealing with Eastern nations, we should adopt 
the principles of truth and fic dealing. As to the merits of the quarrel 
with China, he denied that the treaty was one which the Chine e Govern- 
ment was not bound to fulfil; he thought it ws a valid contract. The 
question was not whether this or that provision in it ought t» be enforced, 
Dut whether a treaty recognised by the Emperor of China should be set at 
nought.—(3.) Mr. @REGsON inquired whether the four million tacla stipulated 
by the treaty of ‘Ticn-tsin on account of los: stained by British subjects, 
and for the expenses of the war, were in course of payment }—'I'he Cuan- 
cEtror of the Excuxquer said that none of the money had yet been paid. 
Under the French treaty a larger amount had to be paid, but there was a 
distinct stipulation for payment at certain fixed periods, and he believed the 
French Government had received between £300,000 and £100,000 on ac- 
of their expenditure in the Chinese war. The British claim had been 
Teiterated in the last despatch from Mr. Bruce to th» Chinese Government, 
and would not be allowed to drop out of sight—[This statement is totally 
incorrect, the French like ourselves have uot yet received any portion of their 
indemnity.]—Eb. of L, and ©. T. 


Ixprax Busixgss.—(19.) Sir Minto Farquhar, Mr. Vansittart, and Sir 
J. Elphinstone expressed alarm at the proposal of the S-cretary for India to 
introduce a Bill affecting the civil service in India. The Minister was at 
issue with his council on the subject, and any attempt at present to modify 
further the Indian administration would be highly dangerous. 


Canton Boory.—(27.) Sir M. Szystour asked the Secretary to the 
Admiralty the cause of the delay in the payment, and when the distribution 
of the Canton booty to those engaged in the capture of that city would take 
place.—Lord C. Pager said the delay had arisen in consequence of the 
claims which had been made by his hon. and gallant friend subsequently to 
his original return of the numbers engaged. Those further claims had been 
allowed, and as soon as the amount due to the troops engaged could, be ad- 
justed, the money would be paid.

& Some time ago it was stated in this journal that Sir Williom Mansfield 
hhad declined or refused to go to China as second in command to Sir Hope 
Grant, and the information tius given, though somewhat moditied in a sub- 
sequent number of the Army aut Navy Gazette, was rather confirmed by 
the general tenour of the news from India. We have, however, been 
informed, on the best authority, that Sir William Mansfield neither declined 
nor refused to go as Sir Hope Grant's Lieutenant-General. When the 
Government requested him to accept that office, ua much on their own con- 
fidence in his ability as on the urgent representations of the Indian Govern- 
ment, General Mansfield did indeed strongly represent the inconvenience to 
which the course of the public services might be exposed if the Government 
persisted in an arrangement witich would place him ur.der the orders of an 
officer to whom for nearly three years he had been giving ordera, and whose 
senior in rank he had been during warlike operations in India, He further 
pointed out that Generais Mitchell and Napicr had actually left India for 
their commands in China, and that considerable difficulty would therefore be 
experienced in arranging those matters with his own ; but, in conclusion, Sir 
William Mansfield having thus stated his case, informed the Government 
that he would proceed to Bombay and there await their orders. This state- 
ment is due to General Mansfield, and it shows that the general was ready 
to obey orders,”

‘Vhe coloneley of the 2nd (or Royal North British) Dragoons has become 
at the disposal of the General Comnianding-in-Chief by the death of Lieut.- 
General Lord Sandys, making the sixth Waterloo officer within little more 
than a month. 

In reply to an application recently forwarded by the clerks emp'oyed in 
her Majesty's naval service, soliciting the indulgence of twenty-eight days’ 
leave of absence as an annul relaxation from duty, a circular memorandum 
has been received at Woolwich dockyard from the Board of Admiralty, 
announcing that their lordships were pleased to accede to the request, 

. The largest brags gun in England, bored as an eighty-pounder, was recently 
cast at Woolwich. Upwards of eleven tons of metal were required to fill 
the gun mould, which, with the dead head, was twenty feet deep. 

Ten of the Armstrong forty-pounders arrive weekly at Woolwich from 
Elswick, and are proved and stored with others for the service, The 
first proof of the 100-pounder guna took place yesterday at the Royal 
Arsenal butt, und it is stuted that by the end of the year there will be up- 
wards of 410 of that cluss of guns ready to be shipped for naval service. 

An experiment has been made on the London aud North Western line, of 
transporting troops by rail, ‘he point from which the combined force de- 
parted was the Caledonian-road station ; it consisted of the Grey battery of 
the Royal Artillery, which had arrived from Woolwich on the previous 
night, and between 4100 and 500 cavalry, composed of the 2nd Life Guards 
and the ]0th Hussars. It required six immense trains, each of more than 
thirty carriages. to bring them down from the Islington station. he last 
train started thence at a quarter past 11, and had not disposed of its mar- 
tial freight till nearly 4 o'clock. The firat train down arrived within sight 
of the platform at 10 o'clock, but, for some reason — it was, perhaps, part of 
the test—was halted there, and the men kept locked up in the carriages till 
Lo'cleck, When released, the men rushed and leaped out, halt stewed. 
The horses, bving in open carriages, did not suifer so much. ‘hey stood, 
seven in each carriage, ready harnessed. The guns and ammunition-carts 
were on railway-trucks, ‘The nicest part of the operation was adjusting the 
train to the platforma, ao that each carriage should bave its roadway exactly 
leading from it, That arranged the rest was easy.

‘In our present number will be found a Tabular Statement of the Exports from China, in 
addition to our Tea and Silk Table, but as the published statements in China con- 
tain a large’ proportion of packages entered as “Sundries,” we intend giving another 
statement of the cargo, compiled from the vessels’ report to the Custom House at the 
port of her arrival in Great Britain, as also the consignecs.

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OUR POLICY TOWARDS CHINA. 


AxtHoucH Mr. Cochrane was altogether in error, in point of 
form, on the evening of the 13th ult. when he moved “That 
“the British plenipotentiary be instructed not to insist on the 
“fulfilment of the third article of the treaty of Tien-tsin, by 
“which the Emperor of China agrees that the ambassador, 
“or other diplomatic agent appointed by her Majesty, may 
“ reside permanently at the capital, or visit it occasionally, at 
“the option of the British Government,” and although we 
should have a better opportunity, yet we are disposed 
to comment again on this much-yexed “ residential clause.” 
It was in one of Lord Elgin’s despatches of 1858 that he 
made use of the following words:—“ Any attempt on 
“our part to compel the jliteral fulfilment of our treaty 
“right on this point would oblige the Emperor of China to 
“ choose between a desperate resistance and passive acquiescence 
“in what he believes to be the greatest calamity that could befall 
“the empire.” It is true that there may be some of our states- 
men who believe in the utility of having a minister residing in 
‘Peking, who fancy that our rights would be more carefully 
guarded, and that the presence of a representative would act as 
a preventative against future acts of hostility! Making every 
allowance for these sentiments, we believe, on the other hand, 
that a resident minister would be the constant source of annoy- 
ance to the Chinese Government, and that it would be quite 
as likely to foment quarrels as to prevent them. So far as we 
are already involved in this unfortunate struggle, events have 
proved Lord Elgin’s words true; a “desperate resistance” has 
been shown, and, so faras the news we have received gocs, a 
still more “desperate resistance” is determined on; it would 
be well, then, to ascertain how far a political residence in 
Peking would be useful to England before an attempt is made 
to force it again upon the Chinese, and it would also be well 





to find out whether there would be the slightest chance of a 
« passive acquiescence” on the part of the Emperor, in the 
event of the matter being settled by bloodshed or diplomacy, 
If Lord Elgin is still impressed with this sentiment, and we 
trust he is, then he will give it up. Mean time it is our duty 
to examine the observations of Lord John Russell on the same 
evening. His lordship said :—“So far from the residence of a 
“ British Minister at Peking being considered by the Chinese 
“ Government as a degradation, they did not object to a Rus- 
“ sian minister, whom they had received with great distinction, 
“ and who had been resident many months at Peking. This 
“ had entirely changed the question ; the Chinese Government 
“could not refuse to Great Britain what had been readily 
“ granted to Russia.” Lord John Russell is, doubtless, per- 
fectly correct in the abstract, but the question is whether he is 
right in practice. Because a gentleman who has a valuable es- 
tate chooses to allow a neighbour the right and privilege of 
shooting and fishing over his domain, that is no reason why he 
should allow a stranger to do the same thing. This simile may 
be carried still further, for it is useless to deny that Russia and 
China have more interests in common than England and China, 
notwithstanding the larger trade carried on by the latter. The 
frontiers of the two empires are divided only by imaginary 
lines ; the people inhabiting the region of those frontiers are 
almost identical in manner, habits, religion, and language. 








OUR POLICY IN JAPAN. 


We all remember the mutual admiration of our diplomatists, 
naval officers, and letter-writing attachés connected with our 
expedition from China to Japan. ‘We were called upon to ad- 
mire the “happy audacity” displayed in the dashing run up 
the bay of Yedo. We believed that our countrymen, in giving 
Lord Elgin all the credit of opening that country, awarded to 
his lordship only his due, particularly as he was silent when 
the Shanghsi merchants saluted him as the creator of the 
“ good time coming” for us in Japan, Now, however, that a 
few months have rolled by, we find the English public mistrust- 
ing our success in Japan. ‘We receive from our consuls and 
merchants in that country complaints upon complaints, but 
hear nothing of the kind from Americans. Are our cousins so: 
favoured as to be exempt from annoyances, or do they exhibit 
more of the virtue of forbearance? Is Mr. Harris a betier 
manager than Mr, Alcock? We know not how to answer these 
questions. We find the Japanese embassy assuring the New 
York Chamber of Commerce that they hope to see the rela- 
tions between their respective countries extending. We expect 
to hear demands made upon our too willing naval officers to. 
turn again from the shores of China to intimidate the Japanese, 
but we cannot hold out to our commercial and manufacturing 
interests much ground of hope of great improvement in our 
relations from those sources. One mistake has certainly been 
committed ; we have regarded the Japanese much as we have 
the Chinese, and have treated them accordingly. The beginning 
that Lord Elgin made was very different from that of Commo- 
dore Perry—one pursuing intimidation, the other conciliation. 
Mr. Alcock was received consequently with very different feel- 
ings from those entertaincd for Mr. Harris ; the former has had 
to counteract preconceived evil impressions, and has not beer 
successful, We can believe him when-he tells us that our incon- 
siderate countrymen complicate the difficulties which beset 
him, and if the truth were known we should probably discover 
that his subordinates have no excess of discretion ; in truth, 
the Blue Book reveals that much. In one of the reports of Dr. 
Macgowan’s lectures on the Japanese, we find that gentleman 
describing them as being not less prompt in avenging injuries 
than North American Indians, and he cautions travellers against. 
adopting the course pursued towards other Asiatics, referring to 
the assassinations that have already taken place—an evidence 
not of Japanese looseness, but of spirit ; which, when rightly 
directed and properly appreciated will, in the end, cause: 
foreign relations to be placed on amore stable footing than 
they are ever likely to be in China. We concur in these views, 
and trust that what has too often been represented as an 
undignified course on the part of the Americans may be imitated 
by our countrymen. We are getting tired of those costly expe- 
ditions, which seem to imperil rather than establish our com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests, 
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SINGAPORE AND THE COLONIAL OFFICE. 

Tr is now nearly a year and a-half since the inhabitants of 
Singapore petitioncd Parliament to be transferred from the rule 
of the Secrerary of State for India to that of the Secretary for 
the Colonies. We expressed our opinion of the transfer at the 
time,* and recent events have certainly not tended to alter our 
conviction that the petition was an ill-advised proceeding. It 
is not, however, our present purpose to discuss this part of the 
question, bnt simply to present a brief narrative of the fate of 
the petition, and of an official exploit in connection therewith, 
as some hints may, we think, be thence deduced on the future 
prospects of the settlement. 

A few weeks ago an influential deputation had an interview 
with the Duke of Newcastle, for the purpose of ascertaining 
what had become of the Singapore petition. They learnt—as we 
expected—nothing. The petition was doubtless thrown months 
ago into that huge waste paper basket provided as the receptacle 
for all such documents. In answer to numerous inquiries which 
our correspondents have froma time to time urged us to make, we 
have invariably received the stereotyped reply that the subject 
was under consideration. At last, however, the light breaks 
through : after all these long months of silence we hear “ the 
bird in the solitude singing,” and doubtless the petitioners will 
deem its notes most melodious, But whence comes the 
charmer? All must admit from an unexpected quarter. We 
crave our readers’ attention to the narrative, which is alike 
curious and instructive. A few evenings since a measure was 
read the first time in the House of Lords, entitled “The Coast 
of Africa, &c., Act Amendment Bill.” Of course no one expected 
the grass was covering a rather venomous snako; or, to use what 
our Singapore friends may think a more apposite illustration, no 
one guessed so exquisite an Eastern flower was hidden under 
that African foliage. Yet so it was; spring time had come at 
last, the colonists’ prayer was heard. In the folds of this scem- 
ingly insignificant bit of legislation was wrapped up the boon. 
The Bill was introduced to amend existing Acts for the Govern- 
ment of our Settlements on the Coast of Africa and in the 
Falkland Islands, and was the handiwork, as Sir Charles Wood 
tells us, of the Under-Scerctary of State for the Colonies. As 
there are two, we would gladly know which is indicated, that we 
may record the hero’s name. It occurred, however, to one of 
them—most likely Mr. Fortescue—that a fitting opportunity 
had presented itself for the display of his eminent legislative 
ability. It may be that geography, like spelling, is too ordinary 
an acquirement for legislators ; if so, we shall not, perhaps, be 
deemed presumptuous in suggesting to the Under-Seerctary that 
Singapore is not in Africa, nor yet one of the Falkland Islands. 

We have given, however, only part of the tale. If the 
inhabitants of Singapore possess any of the miik of human 
kindness, they will be delighted to learn that the clause in this 
“ Africa” Bill was so comprehensively drawn that some few 
millions besides were to partake of the blessings they sought 
for themselves, “This Bill,” said Mr. Horsman, and Mr. 
Horsman was quite correct, “gives power to the Sccretary of 
“State to transfer the whole of her Majesty’s dominions in 
“India to the Colonial Departinent.” Sir Charles Wood was 
about to have two hundred iilion souls removed “at one fell 
“swoop” from his paternal care; but decply engaged in arranging 
the Indian Army patronage with H.RH. the Commander-in- 
Chief, that astute Statesman knew nothing of the matter. It 
was not until Mr. Horsman gave him notice of his intention to 
refer to the subject in the House of Commons that the 
Secretary for India awoke to the consciousness that he was 
about to lose the rule of anempire. When the Under-Sccretary 
for the Colonics had completed the draught of the Bill contain- 
ing this rather importattt clause, it was sent to the India House. 
The Assistant Under-Secretary Mr. Melvill, {an official of quite 
another order), at once detected the blunder, and (to quote Sir 
Charles Wood), “sent an answer back that it was impossible 
“that those particular words could be inserted in the Bill.” 
‘Will it be believed that even after this chance of escape the 
Bill was introduced “ by inadvertence” to the House of Lords 
without the (slightest alteration? After My, Horsman had 
enlightencd the Government on the measuro prepared by the 
Under-Secretary, adopted by the Cabinet, and submitted to the 
Legislature by one of its leading members, it was deemed neces- 
sary to amend it, The Bill has therefore been read a second 
timo pro, Sormd, and is to be reprinted with amendments, and 
we join in Lord Derby's hope that it may be made intelligible.

It is of course difficult to guess, after these extraordinary freaka, 
what may be the next proposition of the Government—whether 
the petitioners are still to pine under the Indian rule, or to be 
removed in a body to the Great Desert of Sahara; but we shall 
be much surprised if, after this specimen of legislation, the 
inhabitants of Singapore arc not of our opinion, and we express 
it in all sincerity that it is very much better to endure the for- 
getfulness of Sir Charles Wood, than to live under the mal- 
administration of the Colonial Office—{[Since the foregone 
was in type, the Bill, as amended, has passed through Com- 
mittce of the House of Lords. The Singapore petitioners will 
find themselves excluded in toto. 





SIR JOHN BOWRING. 


Sir John Bowring is mentioned as a candidate for the repre- 
sentation in Parliament of Exeter, onc of the seats being about 
to become vacant. Sir John Bowring was born at Exeter on 
the 17th October, 1792, and is thercfore now sixty-eight years 
of age. He is also mentioned as the likely Governor of the 
Isle of Man, by the people of which he seems held in remem- 
brance for the services rendered them. A local journal in 1846 
said :—“ When the learned gentleman visited the Isle of Man 
“in 1843, he found its commerce tied up by a paltry license 
“system, which, in practical operation, proved an instrument 
“of favouritism, fraud, oppression, and petty tyranny. He 
“ found our ports and harbours shut against mariners, unless @ 
“ large sum were paid in harbour-dues. The Doctor brought 
“ these grievances before Government, got the licenses abolished, 
“trade put on a favourable footing, and the ports opened.” 

Mona's Herald and Fargher’s Isle of Man Advertiser of 25th 
July last says, as regards the suggested succession of Sir John 
Bowring to Lieutenant-Governorship of that island :— 

“In our opinion, a more acceptable selection could not be made from all 
the eliigible politicians of the kingdom than the one proposed. 

“In the first place, we want a man to fill that high and responsible office 
who has experience and acquirements in political life, and who is well 
versed in the constitution and general laws of the British Empire And 
shortly, recapitulating Sir John Bowring’s political career, it says: —“ He 
is, therefore, well quatified to discharge the dutics of Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Isle of Man.” 

Secondly, it says, “ We want a man for that office acquainted with Man 
affiirs, one who knows our wants and takes an interest in them.” Then, 
stating what Sic John had done for them from 1843 to the close of his Par- 
liamentary career, it says :—“ If Sir John iBowring were now to visit the 
island he would be surprised and delighted at the happy change it has under- 
gone since he was last here, Standing on the elevated ground at Rose 
Mount, and behelding a splendid new town of terraces, villas, and mansion- 
houses started up around him, looking down towards the harbour, and 
seeing it thronged with merchant vessels and s'eamers, and then riding 
through the country and revelling amid smiling fields of corn, and stock- 
farms covered with flocks and herds, he might ex-laim, with good Las Cassas, 
* thse are the works of my hand!" for, indeed, without the commercial 
changes wrought out for us by the ‘gvod Doctor,’ as we used to call Sir 
John, such prosperity had never been ours." 











CHRISTIANITY IN CHINA. 

A PARLIAMENTARY paper has been published on this subject 
containing two letters (with inclosures) from Mr. Bruce to Lord 
Jolin Russell, with the object of showing that the Chinese had 
violated the American treaty. The inclosure in No, 1 is an 
extract from the North China Herald of February 11, 1860; 
that in No. 2 is a copy of a proclamation issued last October 
by the chief magistrate of the district town of Loo-ling-heen, in 
the province of Kiang-si, against the preachers and professors of 
Christianity. From this proclamation we extract the following : 

“ Any native of the Western Ocean (Europe) who shall propagate or 
teach the religion of the Lord of Heaven in the interior of China, or who 
shall clandestinely engrave or cause to be published any books of religion, 
or wh» sha'l establi-h places of meeting therein, to propound that religion 
and de'nde the people; aud any member of the Fight Banners, or any of 
the Chinse people who shall receive the doctrine from a_ native of the 
West, and use it to convert the people, or who shall privately assume an- 
other title or decree (i.¢., the title of the Holy Father or Priest) to mislead 
the multitude shall, on convic ion, be sen‘enced as follows :— the principals to 
be strangled, with immediate execution ; and any who shall propagate that 
reli. ion, without taking a separate tit!e, and the number of people imposed 
upon be not large, s'al be condemned to be strangled, awaiting in prison 
the execution of the sentence. And any who shall have allowed themselves 
to be converted, nnd sha'l not reform, shall be sent to the cities in Turkistan, 
and be given to the high and low orders of Begs, and those able to controt 
them, to be their slaves; and the banuermin shall be struck off the muster- 
roll of the banner.” 











EMIGRATION FROM CANTON. 

Government despatches between Sir John Bowring, Mr. 
Alcock, and other consuls with the Home Government, have 
been published in the form of a Parliamentary Paper extending. 
over 139 pages, and dating from 15th April, 1869, to 11th 
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July, 1860. 
examined. 
Lord John Russell says in regard to this traffic, “ Great abuses 
have unfortunately prevailed in the Chincse ports where the 
emigration of coolies has been carried on. Men have been 
kidnapped by unscrupulous agents, employed by European con- 
tractors, and the scenes of oppression and misery which have 
taken place in the barracoons and on board the ships have borne 
only too close a resemblance to the African slave-trade.” The 
enormities far exceed those in the African trade, inasmuch as 
the Chinese are a more civilised and domestic race. Some time 
since we urged on Lord John Russell, by personal interview, the 
stoppage of this nefarious traffic in British ships, and that he 
would intercede with the French and Americans to the same end, 
we are glad to see some steps have been taken in that direction. 
We had the influence of an eye-witness, and could corroborate 
to Lord John the published accounts of this iniquitous traffic. 
A large proportion of the despatches in this correspondence 
refers to the details of the rescue of the coolies from on board the 
United States ship Messenger, about which it will be seen in our 
New York news our American contemporary has taken us up 
sharply, but we are quite sure he knew nothing of the real 
state of things in regard to the coolies by this ship, and has 
been imposed upon by some of the interested. It is amusing 
that the same paper, the New York Ierald, contains a state- 
ment from its Havana correspondent that he had, in a conver- 
sation with one of tho crew of the Messenger, ascertained all 
the particulars of the atrocities committed at Whampoa. We 
wish we could take credit to the British merchants and ships 
that they had none of it. 


It contains also the depositions of coolies 





Ma. James Warts, rare or Curya.—This gentleman has been elected 
member for Brighton by a large majority over hs Conservative opponent, 
The following speech, made by Mr. Catt in proposing Mr. Whire, is a very 
fair sample of the general ignorance prevailing on matters connected with 
China ; in this ease it is simply amusing, but in others the statements are 
productive of considerable injury to the welfare of our relations with that 
country ; and as the special journal in connec‘ion wth events inthe Far 
Kast, it is our unpleasant duty to point hem out; but some statements, 
even by most reputable writers and journali-ts, are ao palpably ridiculous, 
that we sre constrained to pass them; but we have misgivings that we are 
performing our mission in doing so, the very enormity and abundance of 
them disarms us from noticing some. It should be the duty, however, of 
any jousnal similar to ours to correct all published errors in connection with 
our field, even at the risk of becoming egotistical. Late residents in China 
now resident in this country, know what an Augean stable we have to deal 
with, and how largely it would tax us to point out all the errors printed. 
Tt_was only last month that Lord John Russell stated in the House, that 
no Chinese custom-house existed at Swatow, and knew nothing of the 
affray with the British burk Chin Chin. The Duke of Newcastle, in like 
manner, knew nothing of the Tam Achoy expedition. Mr. Catt said:— 
“ With respect to Mr. White, he had, as a merchant, met with reverses, but 
haying struggled through his difficulties, he went to China, where he founded 
the colony of Shanghai, and even edited a paper in the Chinese language.” 

Hoxo Kox@ Arramns.—The following comments on the late discussion 
in the House of Lords on the Tam Achoy rad are from the Neicus le 
Chronicle :—“ The Leuke of Newcastle has been torced to expliin what it 
is he has done to purify Hong Kong. He says there has been no neglect. 
“He ordered the new Governor to make an inqu ry into the various charges 
raised by Mr. C. Anstey, cautioning him, however, against stirring up 
again that mass of mud which appeared to have encumbered society at Kong 
Kong.” When a Secretary of State resorts to a metaphor it is time to be 
‘on our guard. Official metaphors are intended to confuse unlearned people. 
The way to save one’s self from being obfuscated by a met phor is to fol ow 
itout, Society in Hong Kong is encumbered with mud, but the mud is not 
to be stirred.’

Why is it that there is no defined national policy in our relations with 
China? The answer is very easy. We have only to note the men who risa 
to take part in the debates in the House of Commons to recollect their pre- 
vious conduct, and to know their connections, and we see at once why every 
one advocates a different line of action, and why nearly all would be readi 
to combine against any really national poicy which a Minister should be 
| bold enough, and, we are afraid we must say, indi-creet enough to d:clare, 

There are a dozen different objects which a dozen d fierent classes see in thig 
war, First, and, perhips, most contempiible of all, is the van ty of a few 
antiquated military and naval men, who desire to avail themselves of the 
accident of a seat in Parliament to direct from their places at Westminster 
operations which would never have been committed to ther professional 
control. These unemptoyed officers are anxious to override in ther quiity. 
of burgesses the responsible counsels which ministers obiain from the heads 
of their respective profeesions, They are ready to dispute with a Minister 
every military probability, and to demonstrate that every thing is impossible, 
and that ships and armies are good only to be paid for. It is only by con~ 
eealing every military or naval plan that the anxiousand obt.usive interfere 
ence of these zealous volunteer advisers can be avoided. ‘They are men with 
votes and men wiih tongues, anda Minister dares not say to them, “ This is 
a professional matter which has been considered by your superiors in your 
own profeasion; I am unable to argue it with you in detail, but the Crown, 
in whose province it is to make choice, has confidence in their judgment, and 
has none in yours.” The House of Commons would resent so curt a truth, 
and the public will listen to a Parliament man who talks. Next to these 
in persistency, and before these in intluence, we have the China commercial 
interest. To them the British public owes nearly all that harrowing 
news which from tme to time disturbs its equanimity. The rebela 
are always threatening Canton or destroying the young teas just at 
some critical moment for the markets, ‘Ihe silk crop is always going 
to fail. British manufactures ace very dull, and the ma:kets over 
stocked. The exchanges are very bad. The interest of this class is to 
keep things exactly as they are,—to boy things cheap in China and to sell 
them dear in England, and to buy things cheap in Eugland and to eell them 
dear in China, That is their business, Itis the spirit of commerce, the 
true policy of the trader. No one ccmplaing of it, but it gives = 
special channel to their desires and carves out for them their object. In 
their eyes the object of a China war must be to keep things exactly as they 
are,—ships of war ulwayon the coast, troops always within hail, the Chinese 
authorities always in alarm, Mandarin too frightened to be very particular 
about ducs, and too much in dread of barbarian force to make much noise, 
even if a Chinese Custom-house officer should be slain,anda Hong Kong 
jury should acquit the slayer. hese are the natural objects of one class 
which has great authority in England, and in order to attain these objects 
that class must, of course, oppose any large measure which would put our 
relations upon a solid footing, open the whole couniry to tmde, and 
destroy that profitable mystery in which China has ever been shrouded.

The House of Commons having now agreed to vote the ways and means 
necessary for the conduct of the Chin: se war, it certainly appears somewhat 
late in the day to criticise the unfortunate circumstances which have come 
pelled the English and French Governments to engage in so ex,eu-ive and 
distant a contest. This, however, is not the opinion of Mr. Bailie Cochrane, 
who, having three years ago lost his seat in consequ-nce of his vote against 
ene Chinese war, has now had the temerity to impugn and attack the 
policy which her Majesty's Ministers bave pursued towards China 
under circumstances of insult and outrage ten times more ilajrant tham 
any which accompanied the seizure of the lorcha Arrow. If Mr 
Baillie Cochrane’s argument were to prevail, the House of Commons, 
usurping the prerogative of the Crown, and ignoring the responsibility of 
Ministers, cught to send out an ambassador of its own, surrender Hong 
Kong and Canton, retire from Shanghai and the other commercial ports, and 
give the Chinese compensation for the three wars in which this country has 
been reluctantly compelled to engage with China, For such a mission the 
hon, member for Birmingham (Mr. Bright) would be admirably qualitied ; 
though perhaps his friends at Birmingham and Manchester would not be 
exactly gratified to witness the purchase of peaco at a price which would 
exclude their goods from the Chinese market,

At length we have something like a glimpse of Mr. Gladstone's Celestial 
scheme. We have a full glance at the round figures. But this did not 
come all at once. The art of the showman is to divide his pictures; now 
one and now another, and any of them, meaning wll the rest. Our first 
peep was “The Chinese Expedition,” only 42,000,000. While we are 
gazing at the figures and trying to make them out—hey, presto !- the scene 
changes; 1859 passes away, and 1360 is on—the 10th of February, 1860.

‘I hus, we had first a provision for 
a Chinese “ expedition,” and now fora Chinese “ war,” sums displayed in 
various shapes which amount as a whole to the large figure just stated, 
£6,000,000. This, of course, is not the end of the exhibition, ‘The strings 
will be drawn again, the showman will once more display, and we shall 
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have vote after vote proposed under various representations of “ the live lion 
stuffed with straw” character, till the total amounts to a sum almost too 
formidable to mention. It ougint to be borne in mind that Mr. Gladstone i 

‘one of those members of the House of Commons who was loudest in his 
denunciations of the origin of this contention with the Chinese,

‘The Chinese war is the subject of a ’great deal of mystification in the 
House of Commons. Itis oddiy treated, too. The House voted on ‘I hurs- 
day the money needed to carry it forward, and last night discussed the pro- 
priety of Thursday's proceedings! Perhaps we are wrong in saying the 
House. The main body of members find no difficulty in seeing what the 
simple state of the case is. Not so that notable watch-dog, ‘ Tear’em ;” 
those wonderful gentlemen, the ex-Ministers, and that great military autho- 
tity, Mr. Bright. “ Tear’em” was fossilized on the China question in 1857. 
He opposed the Lorcha war, and was one of these who suffered huge rebuke 
gt the hands of the country. Mention the word China, and his mind flies 
back to 1857. The Lorcha war was wrong; evyo, all wars with China aro 
wrong. Therefore Lord John Russell, and Nr. Milner Gibson, and Mr. 
Gladstone must be guilty of gross inconsistency. because they opposed a war 
in 1857 and support a war in 1860. A good ta!ker never loses sight of a 
plausible case. What wns it to Mr. Roebuck that the two wars are essen- 
tially different? No more than it was to Sir John Pakington and Lord 
John Manners that the present wor agpse, not in consequence, but certainly 
out of their instructions and the conduct of their officers, What course 
either Mr. Roebuck or any ex-Minister would have taken, after the action in 
the Peiho, we know not. They are not responsible. But one thing we do 
know, If they, being Ministers, had not determined to vindicate the posi- 
tion we lost on the Peiho, and taken measures for the protection of life and 
property in China, the country wou'd have done by them the reverse of 
what it did by Lord Palmerston in 1°57. Instead of confirming the course 
taken by a majority so overwhelming that no one dared to chal enge the 
@ecision, the country would have expelled those Ministers and their abettors 
from power.

The opposition leaders have adopted a system of tactics testifying to their 
want of faith in their own policy. It was with this view and with no 
other that Sir John Pakington framed his motion with respect to the cost of 
the expedition to China, He and his friends are eager, it appenrs, to know 
how much will be paid for bringing the Chinese to their senses. In this 
particular the ratepayers generally will coincide with him. We may as well 
console ourselves with the assurance that, amid all the figures which Sir 
John Pakington is so anxious to investigate, there will be none setting forth, 
ata rough estimate, how the Bologhtagh may be conquered, or how the tea 
districts of Seychulu may be united by a bridle path with the southern 
slopes of the Himalayas, If we were to listen to all the complaints against 
our Chinese policy, we might imagine that Erglind hid been for the last 
ten years proposing an invasion of the moon; but the truth is, that we 
once coerced the Chinese Government so effectually, that they not only ceded 
us an island, but gave way on the opium question, and s:nt waggon-loads of 
silver to Thread: cedle-street. The only error we then commit‘ed was to 
give up our claim of an ambassadorial establishment at Peking, and that is 
the very point for which our plenipotentiary, backed by our naval and mili- 
tary commanders, must now definitively contend.

is even now destroying a profitable trade, and is likely, for time to 
come, to retard irrevocably the extension of our commerce in those quarters, 
which the period of peace had given such ample pramise of 2.

Supplementary Budget. “It is very desirable that we should, if possible, 
draw some lesson from it, and I confess the lesson I draw is this, that it ig 
impossible to check proceedins of this kind growing out of trnsactions sucht 
as the deplorable events at the mouth of the Peiho, when once they begin. 
‘What you should really look to is your mode of conducting your ordinary 
communications with such distant Powers, and the responsibility under 
which they are conducted. It is an extremely dangerous system of policy 
which sends forth treaties to be exchanged at the sword’s point and at the 
cannon’s mouth.” We entirely agree with these observations, and wa 
searcely know any element in the finances of this year which causes us 
greater regret than the China loan which now seems imminent. Itis not 
simply that it is a loan ; for the two miilions or upwards which will probably 
be borrowed at once by way of beginning to carry out the scheme of the 
Commission on National Def-nces will cause us no uneasiness. It is not 
the extent of the loan ; for even coupling it with the first instalment of the 
Defence Loan,—which will, we bel eve, be borrowed in terminable annuities, 
—a loan of five millions, or alittle more, will not greatly affect the resources 
of England. But it is the kuowledge that the money is to be spent on 
redeeming a fatal error, and that in all probability the means chosen to do 
what we can in redemption of that error wil in every way darken, instead 
of brightening, the prospect of our future relations with China,

Every one hates this Chinese war, the mini-ters in not less than the 
ministers out, though both are more or Jess to blame for it. Lord Malmes+ 
bury’s instructions allowed of (to say the least, induced might be the apter 
word) Mr. Bruce's rash and violent proceedings; and the present Govern- 
ment was unwise enough to approve of the enyoy’s fatal use of the force 
placed at his di-posal, To send a mission of peace with “a sufficient 
force” was a stark absurdity, defeating the object. How ci force minister 
to a mission of peace? but it is too easy, as Mr. Bruce has shown, to turn 
the force to the purposes of war. ‘Tne ancient type of wisiom, wishing to 
avoid violence, desires some arms to be put ont of sight, saying the sight of 
the iron tempts men, Trade is our only real concern in China ; but, as Sir 
John Pakington observes, instead of confining its cares to tiat one object, 
our Government has endeavoured to force the forms of European diplomacy 
on the distint and half-civilised empire of China, We are spending millions 
and lavishing heaven knows how much generous blocd in order to force & 
resident minister on the court of Peking. This is really the Helen of our 
Had, a diplomatist at Peking! Such a man as Mr. Bruce at Peking instead 
ofat Taku. Put it to the sense of the country how much it would give, how 
much it would suller, how many millionsit will consent to spend, and how many 
thousands of lives to throw away, for the great end and object of a diplomatist 
at Peking, and the response would be that a pin'’s head would be too high a 
price. But the foreign minister talks as if a diplomatist at Peking were the 
only security for trade. He has as much faith in the charm of a diplomatist 
at Peking for the interests of trade as people of old had in the horse-shoe 
nailed to the threshold. For our own parts, we are firmly persuaded that 
nothing would be so dangerous to trade in China as a resident envoy always 
teddling and finding something to do in order to keep up his own impor= 
tance, and to show he is not what he ought to be, not to be mischievous, & 
cipher, “ Laisser aller, laisser faire” ia the true policy for trade in China ; 
and in proof of it tuade will be g:ing on even while we are burning and 
destroying to compass the great security of a resident envoy at Peking, at 
the cost, p-thaps, of revolutionising the empire, We have been engaged in 
many fovlish ware for inadequate causes, but in none so insane as this. | 





LONDON REVIEW. 


If the Speaker's gallery had been filled during the debate on the China 
War, on Friday night, with an assemblage of Mandarins, we can imagine 
the «ston'shment which would have been depicted on the countenances of 
those dignified personges at the opinions expressed by certain honourable 
members who took part in the discussion, come of whom displayed about as 
much knowledge of China, and the policy which it is the interest of this 
country to pursue there, as we might expect to find in a Chinese parliament, 
did such an institution exist, upon the occasion of a debate to consider the 
expediency of invading England, Our Celestial friends would have heard 
Mr. Bright express hs belief that “the accumulation of a lar_e force in 
China increased the temptation of the authorities there to enter into warlike 
proceedings ;” while Sir James Elphinstone, charging Mr. Bright with 
being the cause of the war, expres-ed his opinion that, although we had 
17,000 men “out there, he did not see any end to it.” Colonel Bykes 
thought that the inevitable result of a treaty, if we got one, would be @ 
carrison at Shanghai; and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, after demand- 
ing more than three millions and a half to pay the expenses of the war, gava 
yent to the consol.itory and original remark, that “ he must frankly state 
that the whole matter was full of uncertainty.” Lord John Mauners eare 
neatly hoped that “in the prosecution of this melancholy and miserable 
contest, the utmost consideration might be shown for the feelings of the 
Chinese peuple ;" and Mr, T. Baring put a climax to these forcible obser- 
vations by the stupendous misstatement, that ‘‘ the one great mistake that 
we have made all along in China is, that we seem to think that country is 
like France, or any of the other Powers of Europe, and we must force on 
Chi:a the same arrangements we have established with those Powers with 
which we have been for a long time connected.” So long as Englishmen 
are expected to demean themselves in China as inferior to Chinamen, and 
this Government, by not insisting upon asserting its equality. sanctions the 
Chinese view of their own superiority, the irritation must be incessant. 
The only remedy is to be found in the establishment of a resident minister 
at or near Peking; and the only mode by which thie great concession can be 
wrung from the Chinese Government is by the point of the bayonet. Tha 
sum of three millions and a half may be a high price to pay for this object, 
and the modus operandi somewhat severe; but the Chinese have brought it 
upon themselves, and we can assure Mr. Bright that, although we think 
hostilities imminent, the accumulation of troops has not the effect of encon- 
raging the Chinese to resistance, while we hope that Sir James Elphinstone 
may live to see the end of the war, that Colonel Sykes may not live to sea 
@ garrison at Shanghai, and that Mr. Baring will refrain for the future from 
talking about China until he has acquired some knowledge of the subject,

* The subject of this book is well chosen, though we can 
scarcely say so much for the title.

The Labuan Coal Company are sending out, by an early mail, 
a full staff of engineers and various officers, which will pro- 
bably number twelve in all. 

The new Bill for the protection of shipowners authorises the 
landing and storage of goods within forty-eight hours after the 
report of the ship at the customs, in the event of the con- 
signee's not taking delivery of the same. 

The report of the Bank of Egypt states that the net profit 
for the past half-year is £11,148, out of which a dividend is 
recommended at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum, free of 
Income-tax, leaving £2,398 to be carried forward. 

The dividend of the Bank of London has been announced 
for the past half-year at 5 per cent. per annum, and’ the affair 
was most prosperous, 

The Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Company (Limited) 
will hold their next general mecting on 17th August, when it is 
rumoured that important propositions will be placed before the 
sharcholders. . 

The East India and China Association have just published 
their comparative statement of the number and tonnage of 
ships, both British and forcign, entered inwards and cleared 
outwards with cargo from and to places within the limits of 
the East India Company’s charter, from the 1st of January to 
the 30th of June,1859 and 1860. According to the statistios of 
vesscls entered inwards, the Port of London shows an increase 
of 93 vessels, with a capacity of 46,814 tons; the difference 
between 421 vessels and 285,084 tons in 1859, and 514 ves- 
sels and 831,898 tons in 1860, The Port of Liverpool also 
exhibits an increase of 28 vessels, with a capacity of 13,428 
tons, the arrivals in 1859 having been 123 vessels and 
113,688 tons, and, in 1860, 151 vessels and 127,116 tons, 
The port of Bristol exhibits a decrease of seven vessels, with a 
capacity of 3,554 tons, the difference between 20 vessels and 
9,660 tons in 1859, and 13 vesscls and 6,106 tons in 1860. 
In the case of the Clyde, also, a decrease is presented of 9 
vessels, with a capacity of 2,700 tons, the arrivals in 1859 
having been 14 vessels with a capacity of 5,977 tons, and in 
1860 only 5 vessels and 3,277 tons. The net increase has 
been 105 vessels with a capacity of 53,988 tons, the difference 
between 578 vessels and 414,409 tons in 1859, and 683 ves- 
sels and 468,397 tous in 1860. The principal increase has 
been in the arrivals of vessels from Calcutta, China, Ceylon, 
Singapore, and the Cape of Good Hope. 

The statistics of clearances outwards exhibit, so far as the 
port of London is concerned, a decrease of 11 vessels, but an 
increase of 3,234 tons; the departures in 1859 having been 
423 vessels and 262,956 tons, and in 1860, 412 vessels and 
266,190 tons. Liverpool, on the other hand, exhibits an in- 
crease of 79 vessels, with a capacity of 93,602 tons; the dif- 
ference between 230 vessels and 187,083 tons in 1859, and 
309 vessels and 280,585 tons in 1860. Scarcely any variation 
whatever has occurred in the return for Bristol, the number of 
vessels being the same, namely, 2 vessels, a slight increase 
having occurred in the tonnage ; the amount in 1859 being 987 
tons, and in 1860, 1,475 tons, The statistics for the Clyde 
exhibit a decrease of 4 vessels, with a capacity of 3,5) tons ; 
the departures in 1859 having been 54 vessels and 34,771 tons, 
and 50 vessels and 31,222 tons in 1860. The net increase has 
therefore becn 64 vessels, with a capacity of 93,675 tons ; the 
difference between 709 vesse!s and 485,797 tons in 1859, and 
773 vessels and 579,472 tons in 1860. The chicf increase has 
becn in the clearances of vessels for Calcutta, China, Cape of 
Good Hope, and Arabia, while there has been a decline in the 
trade with Bombay, New South Wales, and New Zealand. 

The annual meeting of the Union Bank of London was held 
on the 11th of July, Mr. Northall Laurie in the chair. With 
reference to the mode of dealing with the deficiency by the late 
frauds, two courses are open—the first, to appropriate the Te- 
serve and profits to clear off the loss aud to debit the remaining 
£84,000 against capital, or to follow the plan proposed by the 
directors, viz.:— to appropriate £120,000 of the paid-up 
capital, the reserve, and a portion only of the profits, leaving 
sufficient of the Intter to enable a dividend to be paid at the 
rate of 5 per cent. for the past half-year. An opinion in favour 
of the legality of the latter course, which has been disputed, has 
been obtained from Sir Hugh Cairns and Mr. Daniel, Q.C. No 
apprehension is therefore felt with regard to the proceedings 
that have been threatened in the Court of Chancery. The pre- 
sent plan will not reduce the nominal value of the shares, which 
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will stand at £12 each, and dividends will be paid upon that 
arcount, The accounts have been rigordfisly examined, and are 
believed to be perfectly correct. The fact that every penny of 
the defalcations has been traced through the books shows the 
accuracy with which they were kept. (This remark caused 
some laughter.) Since the commencement of the bank 
£1,000,000 has been paid in dividends, besides £1,400,000 in 
interest on deposits. The losses by Pullinger have been a 
severe blow, but the confidence of the public has not been 
shaken. In the week succeeding the announcement of the de- 
falcations nine accounts were withdrawn, but since then 68 
new ones have been added. The aggregate amount of deposits 
has also increased. In answer to questions, it was stated that the 
balance in the bank on the 30th of June, 1857, was £391,347, 
and at the Bank of England £198,188; on the 30th of June, 
1858, the balances were respectively £378,557 and £294,832; 
and on the 30th of June, 1859, £452,564 and £343,255. In 
the present year the balances stood thus—at the Union Bank, 
£355,271 ; and at the Bank of England, £668,457. The de- 
ficiency by the Pullinger frauds was £23,900 on the 30th of 
June, 1855 ; £35,400 in 1856 ; £66,222 in 1857; £109,969 
in 1858 ; £234,924 in 1859 ; and on the 19th of April, 1860, 
£263,125. The pass-book of the Bank of England was in more 
than one handwriting. The past due bills held amount to 
£11,738, out of an aggregate of nearly 10 millions, and against 
these are securities valued at £15,000. The accounts are 
audited by a committee of the board. Messrs, Scrimgeour 
have resigned the office of brokers to the company. No loss 
whatever will be incurred by the late failures in the leather 
trade. A desultory discussion took place, in the course of which 
it was suggested that the whole of the profit ought to be ap- 
plied to cover the deficiency by Pullinger, and that no dividend 
Should be declared. An independent audit was also proposed. 
Eventually the report was adopted, with scarcely any dissen- 
tients, the recommended dividend was declared at the rate of 
6 per cent. for the half-year, making 124 for the year ending in 
June, and votes of confidence were passed in the directors and 
manager, 

A bill-in Chancery was filed against the directors of the 
Union Bank of London by Mr. Fawcett, a shareholder, praying 
that the defendants may be restrained from paying any divi- 
dend except out of profits or surplus funds, and that it may be 
declared they are personally liable for their wilful neglect or 
default in conducting the affairs of the bank. The injunction 
was refused, so far as the payment of the dividend is concerned ; 
but the general merits of the case will be brought to trial. The 
Times takes the following very severe but very correct vicw of 
the case :— 

“ On this matter there was originally but one feelirg—namely, that the 
loss Having arisen solely from oversight and error of judgment, it would be 
altogether unjust and impolitic to visit the directors with individual punish- 
ment, more especially as the shareholders were stil upon balance indebted 
to them for a highly prosperous condition of their property, Put just in 
proportion as this argument makes in favour of the directors in one way, it 
makes against them in another. By their treats ent of Mr. Henderson aud 
others they have proclaimed to the world that, in their opinion, so far from 
faithfulness of scrvice, integrity of character, or absence of wrong intention 
being counted as pleas in mit gation of mistakes or omissions, severity in 
such cases should be carricd to the eatreme point of turning forth the offenders 
to u'ter destitution, and if possible with blighted reputations, Let them be 
judged, therefore, by their own doctrines and practice, and even the exaction 
from them of the full amount of Pullinger's defaleutions would appear an 
inadequate penalty. Of course, even in the face of their own proceedings, 
it is still not wished that any such result sheuld take place. Forbearance is 
the best reproach to those who render none. But there can be no question 
that the facts which have transpired in this respect have created an almost 
universal change in the feeling of the public, and that there would now be 
little sympathy with the directors even if the steps commenced were to end 
unfavourably. It is necessary to put this on record, not merely in justice 
to English sentiment, but also in the interests of that large and valuable 
body of upright men who ass their lives in the routine duties of clirkship, 
and who, when they have ourived at a stage too late to begin the wirld 
again, are entirely dependent on the h.-nour of their employers for their fu 
ture existence and the due recognition of their serviccs.” 

The project for opening a communication into Western 
China by Esmok from British Pegue, which has bcen detailed 
in previous issues of this journal, is receiving the attention of 
the Chambers of Commerce of Liverpool, Manchester, and 
Leeds, also the East India and China Association, and it is 
expected that the subject will soon form the matter of a special 
deputation to the Ministry. Burns’ Manchester Cirewar, after 
alluding to the great trade of India and China, proceeds with 
the following comments on this project :— . 

“It is a known fact that British goods have never yet gone 500 miles into 
the interior of Chinafrom the Kast coast of that extensive empire. Nor is 
this all; for the line of road would traverse a most extensive cotton district, 
from whence China is now, toa large extent, supplied. Here we have 





opened to us the double advantage of increasing our supply of cotton, and 
opening up a new and extensive market for our manufactures ; and it must 
not be overlooked that in so extensively augmenting our consuming powers, 
we must seek new markets for the increase of our products. Ths project 
is eminently calculated to effect all this, and, we think, warrants us in giving 
it every pussible support.” 

A comparison of the imports of sugar in 1834, when the 
anti-Slavery Bill was introduced into the West India colonies, 
and in 1857, shows an increase in the imports from foreign 
and slave grown countries of 128,700 tons. The impetus is 
owing to the equalisation of the duty on British and forcign- 
gown, which is alike 14% percent. on each. This is of 
course the principal stimulant to the China Coolie trade to 
Cuba, 

John W. Armstrong, of Manchester, yarn merchant, has becn 
declared bankrupt, and Messrs. Robert Freeland and Co., of 
Manchester, have suspended, the assets in this country being 
only 2s, 6d, in the pound. 

The Commissioner in the case of the bankrupt firm of Messrs. 
Bishop and Farbridge passed some severe comments upon the 
reckless trading which had been manifested. The most scrious 
part of the case was their obtaining goods dishonestly from 
Messrs. Ward and Co., and Messrs. Andrews, of Leeds, which 
they immediately pledged. He thought that Messrs. Ward had 
good reason to complain of the Mercantile Bank having received 
the goods of Messrs. Ward and Messrs. Andrews through the 
medium of a worthless referee. The bankrupts’ certificate has 
been suspended for three years from the date of their applica- 
tion, when granted to be of the third class, and protection 
would be withheld for six months. 

The specie by the last mail is as follows :—For Alexandria, 
gold, £4,500 ; Madras, gold, £3,798 ; Singapore, gold, £1,060 ; 
Singapore, silver, £2,900; Hong Kong, silver, £228 654, of 
which £75,067 is for Government ; Hong Kong, gold, £8,060 ; 
Foochow, in silver, £250; and Shanghai, £41,655. 

The Board of Trade returns for June have been published, 
from which we gather that the exports to China, including 
Hong Kong, have been as follows :—Cottons, £140,369 against 
£103,525 in 1859, and £205,103 in 1858. Cotton Yarn, 
£2,090 against £34,950 in 1859, and £8,835 in 1658. 
Woollensg (Cloths), £42,763 against £18,395 in 1859, and 
£34,053 in 1858. Woollens (Worsted Stuffs), £40,022 against 
£10,340 in 1859, and £6,742 in 1858. Imports of Tea, 
4,384,896 lbs. entered for home consumption, 6,354,452 lbs, 


Exports to Java (Cottons)—£35,646 against £63,075 in 
1859, and £69,074 in 1858. Philippine Islands—£650 
against £56,166 in 1859, and £37,477 in 858. 

The following notice of the China trade is from the IMoney 
Market Review :—“ Whilst the export trade to India has fallen 
off, that to China has increased considerably. Of woollen 
cloths, for example, China has taken, in the month of June, 
£42,763 worth, against £18,395 in 1859, and £34,053 in 
1858. For the six months of the present year the figures are 
£284,627 against £161,040 in 1859, and £122,781 in 1658. 
Again, of worsted stufls, China has taken in the month 
£40,022 against £10,340 and £6,742, and in the six months, 
£263,870 against £138,223 and £84,052. 

An Eastern AGENcy has been established at 40, Lime-street, 
by Captain John Pook, many years trading to the East Indies 
and China, for a general agency business, including the purchase 
and sale of goods. 

The Dutch Company’s sales of Java sugar in Holland were 
held on the 26th, and went at an average advance of one florin 
on the May sales, the refining qualities being most in demand. 
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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tra.—The public sales alluded to in our last comprised over 10,900 
packages, without reserve, put a stop to business by private contract. These 
sales having gone off very heavily, have entirely destroyed the confidence of 
the trade, who, after having bought freely by private contract, find all their 
purchases unsaleable in contequecne of the reduction quoted wt public sales ; 
and we fear if this aystem is to be continued to the extent which now pre- 
vails, it will mater ally affect the permanent position of the wholesale trade, 
agit prevents them obtaining a legitimate return for their capital employ: d. 
Since these sales business has been so tr fling as to leave no subject for re- 
mark under the different descriptions of tea; but we quote all kinds of 
Congou 4d toa 1d. per Ib. lower during the fortnight, and difficult of sale 
at the decline, whilst in common sd, Capers a decline has been establi-hed of 
fully 1d. per 1b. Other fancy teas remain nominally the same as before, In 
green teasa moderate business continues to be done in the kinds under 2s. 
per Ib., but the demand is only to supply immediate wants. 

Sitk.—The market has been moderately active, and the quotations 

about as last given, which will be found in the table, 
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Scoar.—wWith a continuance of large deliveries, the comparative excess 
in our stock is somewhat furth:r diminished ; nevertheless, a quieter tone 
is observable in the market, but, althongh operations have been rather 
limited, the rites have been tolerably well maintaned.
